During my Stay in that 
Place , I employed three Hours each Day •with 
one Sri Nat Veaz, a learned Brahmin, whom 
I allowed a Sallary on that Account ; it was by 
his Means I procured my Sanlkerrit Manufcripts , 
which (1 believe) is thefirft Colleffion, of that 
Kind ever brought info Europe.

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mily, drawing their Swords, fell on Hoffdn 
Ali Khan , and killed him with two or three 
of his Friends. Upon this Mahoijimed Shah 
laid afide that Expedition, and returned to- 
wards Debit, in order to cut off Seyd Ab- 
dallah Khan , the other Brother, who was 
in that Capital with a great Force ; and who 
hearing of his Brother’s Murder, hsfd taken 
out Sultan Ibrahim , Son to Raffeeih al Shan, 
and proclaimed him Emperor. ' Gathering 
together what Treafure he could, and hav- 
ing broke to Pieces the famous Throne, (whin 
cot? Shah ' Jehan nine Crores § of Rupees) 
in order to pay his Soldiers, he foon campleat- 
ed an Army of 50,000 Horfe, and marched 
out to engage Mahommed Shah, who had 
encamp’d at Serkad, which is Twelve Cois 
from Ivlhetra. 

On the 2d of November, 1720, both Ar- 
engaged ■, and after an obftinate and 
bloody Battle, Abdallah Khan's Forces were 
defeated, and himfelf defperately wounded 
and taken Piifoner.

Heydr Kuli Khan was in great Favour, 
and afterwards made Soubahdar * of Ahmei x 
abad. Noufrit Ear Khan was made Soubah- 1 
dar of Ajtnir, Sir Bullind Khan was fent for 
from Cabul to be one of the Vizirs ; and 
Kandoran was made Mir Bukhjhi + with the 
Title of Emir al Omra §. 

Furrukstr s Mother d&fired that Abdallah 
Khan, the Murderer of her Son, might be 
delivered to her. Mabommed Shah fent her 
Word that it was unlawful to kill two Per- 
fons for the Murder of one, and that Hojjan 
Ali Khan was killed in Retaliation. He then

Guards over him. He did not live long to 
enjoy this generous Allowance, dying a few 
Months afterwards of his Wounds. Five 
and Forty Women, mod: of them his Wives 
and Concubines, and fome his near Relati- 
ons, burnt + themfelves in one Room the 
flight after he died.

J In ancient Times, none but the Wives of the Brah- 
mins (or Indian Priefts) had the Privilege of burning 
themfelves with their deceafed Husbands : But ftnce the 
Government fell into the Hands of the Rajpouts, ’tis 
cuftomary, when any of their Princes die, for one or 
more of his Wives to be burnt with him. There is 
no Compulfion to this Sacrifice, as fome People wrong- 
ly imagine ; ’tis entirely of their own accord, and often 
they are diffwaded from it. Sometimes indeed, when 
a vain-glorious Paffion prevails over natural Affection, 
the Widow’s Relations would gladly have her burn, as 
it raifesthe Character of their Family, by making it re- 
markable for virtuous and loving Women. Yet, ac- 
cording to their Religion, ’tis more meritorious to be- 
have chaftly and decently in their Widowhood, unt 1 
Death, than burning j becaufe one is but a fhort Pain, 
and the other a State of Trial. The Magbah have en- 
. deavoured 
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In the Year 7721-2, the Emperor wrote 
to Nizam al Muluck , then at Deccan , de- 
firing his Prefence at Court, and that he 
would appoint him Vizir j but if he declined 
it, he fiiould nominate whomfoever he 
fhould judge to be tire moft deferring. To 
which he anfwered: “ I am a Derveijh, 
“ and not ambitious of fo high a Station. 
“ I was contented with the Province of 
“ Mcha , when the Seyds intending to di- 
<£ ftrefs me, I was obliged to take Arms. 
“Be the Divine Afiiftance I baffled their 
“ Deligns, and fecured myfelf. At laft < 
<£ your Majefiy, by their Inftigation, fet out 
“ againft me with a mighty Army. Here 
“ the Almighty protected me likewife. In 
“ the Beginning one of 'fee Broth^Ps, was 
“ killed ; and as you knew me to be a

Mahommed Amin Khan was continued Vizir ,

Nizam continued at Deccan , as Soubahdar 
of Vipkipore, Hyderabad , Aurwgabad , , &c. 
and though he acknowledged himfeif a Sub- 
ject, yet made no Remittances to Court, but 
appropriated the Revenues to the maintaining 
of an Army, which he faid was io keep in aw 
the Maharattas or Ganims , the Sahou Ra- 
jah's Subjects in Deccan ; whom notwith- 
flanding he permitted to plunder and lay 
wafte feveral of the King’s Provinces. They

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impofed a Tribute of one quarter Part of the 
Revenues, which they call Chet, in many 
Places, and fome Parts they have taken entire- 
ly to tfyemfelves. He well knew, that with 
the Mabarattas Affiftance, he could defy 
any Attempts that could be made againft 
him from Court. At laft, in the Year 1738, 
the Mabarattas becoming very formidable, 
and Nadir Sbab having belieged Kandahar (j, 
he was prevailed on to come to Court, as 
(hall appear more particularly in the Sequel.

Accordingly Orders were 
iffued forth for his Appearance j in Com- 
pliance with which, leaving his Son Gbazt 
o’ din Khan to command in Deccan, he came 
to Dehli, where he met with a gracious Re-

peror’s # Ear fo much, that whatever he re- 
queued was granted, His Majefly being en- 
tirely governed in all His Adtions lay him. 
As Nizam nl Muluck was for fettling Affairs 
upon the fame Footing as they were in An- 
ringzebe's Time, and proceeding in Regard 
to the Adminiflration of Juftice, according 
to Law, and as was done in the Reigns of 
former Emperors ; whatever he requefted on 
thatr Score was denied him, and all his new * 
Schemes oppofcd and laugh’d at by the Om- 
ras.. He obferving the Weaknefs of the 
Emperor, and the DifTolutenefs of his Cour- 
tiers, who employed their Time in the Com- 
pany of Iocfe Women and Buffoons, waited 
on His Majefly, and framing an Excufe, told 
him the Affairs of his Province required his 
Prefence. On his Arrival at Deccan he entered 
into a Concert with Rajah Sahou , and con-

and other Omras, fent with a powerful 
Army to chaftife them ; but thefe great 
'Officers thought Peace the fafeft Meafure,

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agreed to pay the Quartii - Part, and returned 
Home. Notwithstanding this AgTe^ient, 
and the Money being paid, th /fTaharattas 
did notsfpare thofe Places from oeing plunder- 
ed, but even refolved to march as far as Agra 
to receive the Quarter Part for Dehli. The 
aforefaid Officers fet out again, and came 
to the City of Agra : A little befote their 
Arrival, the Maharattas had eroded the River 
Jumna , with an Intent to march into Audth, 
the Province governed by Saadit Kban, who 
having Notice of their Defign, march’d 
agalnft them with a ftrong Body, and after 
an obftinate Engagement defeated them, 
took two of their principal Officers, and 
killed 5000 of their Men. With the Re- 
mains of their Army they marched to 
Feridabad ' which is Ten Cols from Dehli. 
Upon which Khandoran and the Vizir, being 
joined by Saadit Kban, went in purfuit of 
them : The Maharattas had left that Place 
Three Hours before the Qmras Arrival, and 
marched towards Kalka, near Dehli ; which 
being a Place of Worlhip for that Day, the 
greatefl Part of the Inhabitants had affembled 
there: They robb’d them of all they had, 
but fpared their Lives; and knowing the

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, ‘(£ify had but fewiporces therein, they in- 
teSdedtfo plunders ; of which the Emperor 
* beingmfosmed, he ordered Emir Khan and 
Ho/Jan i£&<Jff\with all the Companies* belong- < 
ing to the Train of Artillery, to go and op- 
pofe them. They accordingly marched out, 
and after an Engagement of a few Hours, 
Uojfark Khan was killed, and Emir Khan , 
with the reft of his Army, almoft routed, 
and the Mdharattas on the Point of entering 
the City, when the Vizir, who had out- 
marched the other two O/nras , came to his 
Affiftancej the Enemy was foon defeated, 
and put to Flight: The Vizir purfued 
them to Allaverdi Khan’s Serai, -J* which is 
Seven Cols from Dehli, where coming up 
with them, and having no Inclination to fight, 
he fecretly made up Matters : Upon which 
they marched back to Deccan. Saadit Khan 
being fomewhat puffed up with his own 
good Services, and incenfed at this lhameful 
Compremife with the Ganims , marched

The Emperor was again inclined to fend 
for Nizam al Muhtek, thinking that while he 
continued in Deccan he fhould be always in 
Fear of (or actually difturbed by) thefe Ex- 
cursions of the Mahardttas , Mehr Parvir, 
hi:- Grandmother, who had great Intercft with 
Nizam , at his Requeft, wrote him a Let- 
ter, full of Affurances that he fhould have 
the enure Management of Affairs at Court, 
pio^ded he came without Delay. He com- 
plied with her Requeft, but met with a , 
worfe Treatment than formerly. The Om- 
ras not only difregarded him, but took all 
Opportunities of affronting h.im, efpecially 
Khaudoi an and his Creatures, who when he 
came to pay his Refpe&s at, Court, ufed to 
ridicule him, faying, to each other, Obfem 
bow the Deccan Monkey dances. This Ufage 
having wrought him up to the higheft 
Pitch of Refentment, he was refolved to re- 
venge himfelf by diftreffing the Empire, and 
deftroying Khandoran and his Creatures. He 
imparted his Defign to the Vizir, Kumtnir 
9 din Khan , imagining he would join with 
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But noi'withftanding the Alliance be- 
JtwWn them [Nizttml Son being married to 
jp5?erF^zb^v'aughter, and the Vizirs Son to 
Nizam's Daughter) he could not . engage him 
to join in any Plot detrimental to the public 
Intereftj on the contrary, he ufed his En- 
deavours to diffuade him therefrom, by 
reprefenting to him the Infamy of facrificing 
his Country to private Refentment. When 
Nizam perceived he would not come into his 
Meafures, he applied himfelf to Saadit Khan, 
the Soitbahdar of Audih , who then had a great 
Body of Men, was an Officer of Experience, 
and had lately raifed his Reputation by his 
Adion with the Maharattas ; and, what was 
ftill more to the Purpofc, had fince that 
Time flood ill-affeded towards the Emperor 
^nd Khandoran. Having entered into an 
Agreement, it was refolved that Nadir Shah, 
Ruler of Perfia, who .then was befieging 
Kandahar , fhould be the Instrument to di- 
flrefs the Emperor, and remove Khandoran 
from amongft them.

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In • In fconfequence of which he mu ft lole 
Hearn The General Officers declared 
paf Force his Highnefs could then mufter 
was not near fufficignt to encounter thp Ene- 
my with any Probability of Succefs, and 
that the King would blame him fhould he 
" attempt it, and thereby only throw away 
the Lives of fo many brave Men. The 
Beglerbeg perceiving their timorous Difpoli- 
tion, declared he would put himfelf at the 
Head of what Troops he had, and try his 
Fortune, it being better to run any Hazard 
than fit down tamely, and be idle Spectators, 
while the Tartan ravaged the Country, and 
carried away the Inhabitants to a perpetual 
Slavery. Nadir Kuli , who was prelent at 
this Council, (but whole Station did not en- 
title him to Ipeak until the Opinion of thole 
of the fame Rank was alked) got up, and 
delired that he might be indulged to ofter 
fbmething on this Occalion: Which being 
granted, he laid. It was then no Time to de- 
liberate *, that the Enemy were advancing to- 
wards them, and in a few Days would force

gather from the adjacent Parts, and let the 
Army fet out immediately, in order to give 
the Enemy Battle, or to fecure fome Defiles 
and narrow Paffes to prevent the Tartan 
advancing until his Highnefs could fend Suc- 
cours : That for his Part, he affined him 
he was, by Experience, fo well fatisfied of 
the Bravery of the Troops they then had, 
that if he would honour him with the Com- 
mand of this Expedition, he was fo well al- 
lured of Succefs, that in Cafe he mifearried I 
he was willing to forfeit hisHead. The Prince ! 
was fo pleafed with an Offer of this Kind, 1 
that he did not wait for any of the Generals 
Opinions; but immediately told him, You 
have, in your prefent Station, when Occafion 
offered, given fuch Proofs of your Conduft 
and pcrfonal Valour, as leaves me. no Room 
to doubt q 1 your future Behaviour ; I do 

therefore 
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refole give you the Title of General, with 
Command of all the Trofips rpw here, 
order you to piarch with them, as foon 
jas poffible, againft ( the Tartars , and either 
^give them BatdS^or take fuch Measures as 
may feem to you moft proper, in order to 
put a Check to their Progrefs. Accordingly a 
Commiffion pro tempore was prepared and 
figned for Nadir Ktdi to command in this 
Expedition as General, and the Prince af- 
fured him, if he fucceeded, he would ufe all 
his Intereft at Court to get him confirmed. 
Altho’ the Common-Soldiers were well fa- 
tisfied to have Nadir Kali to command 
them, yet all the General Officers, and moft 
of the Mini Bajhis , his Seniors, refufed to 
aft under him, which the Prince-, being in- 
formed of, defired they would ftay with him* 
and that others, whom Nadir Kdi appointed, 
lhould aft in their Stead. Accordingly feve- 
ral Officers were promoted in order to fupply 
the Places of thofe who ftaid; and the 
Troops fet out with Nadir Kuli at their 
Head, with the fame Refolution that he did, 
to conquer or die. The Tartar General, who 
lay about four Days Journey from Mufl:ad, 
hearing the Perjians were in queft of them, 

called 
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called together all his Forces, who were oufi' 
a marraudjng l’rf different Parts. Nadir, wkb' 
bent his March diredtly towards him, on'i; / 
Arrival, found the Tartar^ at, the Head of 
his Troops ready to give Bum Battle ; upon 
which he drew up his little Army on an 
Eminence, and told’them, that half the Tar- 
tars at leaft were a foraging, and left to guard 
the Captives and Plunder j that he was af- 
fured they had not above 6 or 7000 Men, tho’ 
they were drawn up loofe in' order to make 
the greater Show and that he fhould not 
doubt of Vidtory had they been twice as nu- 
merous, from the Experience he often had 
of their Courage on other Occafions, which 
he was affined they would then exert to the 
utmoft, as thereon entirely depended the 
Lives, Liberties, and Eftates of their Coun- 
trymen. The Tartan charged with their 
ufual Fury, which the Perjians , animated by 
the Example of their young Leader, fuftain- 
ed with all the Intrepidity imaginable. Both 
Parties being brave and equally refolute, a 
bloody and obftinate Adtion enfued, in which 
the Vidory for a long Time feemed doubt- 
ful : At laft Nadir ’ s Fortune prevailed ; for 
paving flain the General with his own Hand, 

the 
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fczrr were immediately-^ut Flighty 
I ^(Peuftans purfuing and flaughteijng them 
'pr feveral Miles. In this Battle upwards of 
'6000 'Tartars fast d killed, and of the Re- 
mainder not half returned to their own Coun- 
try, being either killed or- taken Prifoners by 
the Peafants. 

This Victory gained Nadir Ruli immortal 
Honour j and the Beglerbeg affined him, on 
his Arrival at Mufliad, that he had wrote to 
the King to make him General under him, 
that is, Lieutenant General of KJjorafati. But 
Shah Sultan Hofiein , who was then King of 
Perjia, being a weak and indolent Prince, never 
regarded the Services Nadir had done him, 
but appointed in that very Port, which he 
ought to have, a young Nobleman who had 
never feen any Adtion. This Affair was 
managed by the great Intereft the other 
General Officers had at Court, who (tho’ 
afraid to undertake it themfelves) were high- 
ly chagrin’d at Nadir Kuli’s having had the 
Command of the Tartar Expedition : The 
King’s Weaknefs giving them a fair Opportu- 
nity.of indulging their Refentment, by pro- 
curing the Difgrace of this brave Man, who 
had no Friends at Court to follicit for him. 

Being 
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Being hi dnly hcenfed at this Treatment, Jfc‘ 
waited or&the Prince, and told him, heJW 
depended'on his Promife to no Purpofe, fof ■ 
inftead’of being confirmet? s 'm his Port, heY 
was degraded and difgraced for his good 
Services, and a young Fellow appointed to 1 
Command the Army, who was only fit to 
be £hut up in a Seraglio with Women ; that i 
he oblerved, he was a Perfon nearly related to 
his Highnefs, whence he concluded he was 
raifed to that Station by the very Interefl 
promifed him : The Prince allured him of 
the contrary, and as he had endeavoured to 
ferve him, was highly dilpleafed at his dar- 
ing to tax him with a Breach of Promife. 
Nadir , by infilling on what he had faid, 
and dropping fome other unguarded Ex- 
prelfions, fo far trefpafied on the Prince’s 
good Nature, that he ordered him to be 
baftinadoed on the Soles of the Feet, till hL 
Toe-Nails dropt off, and turned him out of 
the Service. The Reader muft not be fur- 
prized at this Sort of PunHhment to a Field 
Officer, for it is frequently inflidled on thofe 
in the higheft Stations, if they incur the King’s : 
Difpleafure, and all the Nobility are liable ! 
to undergo it, if they difobey the Commands

fcf th eir* Superiors in a Poft l'uborainatc to 
yfcg; 1. Nadir was now fet adiift, and having 
*no Friends at Court, had no Hopes of being 
re-inflated; this*fi?ade him turn his Thoughts 
on retiring to the Place of his Nativity, and 
endeavour to recover his paternal Inheritance. 
On his Arrival there, his Uncle received him 
'very kindly, and he lived with him a;, 
other Relations fome Time ; but on his en- 
deavouring to recover the Command of the 
Tribe, by firft infin Dating privately, and 
then infilling upon it that it was his Right, 
his Uncle let him know he would not refign 
it, and treated him in a moft contemptuous 
and flighting Manner. Kis other Relations did 
the fame, which was Ufage Nadir's high 
Spirit could not bear, notwithftanding the 
State of Poverty he was reduced to, which 
was fo very hard, that he was forced to bor- 
row finall Matters of any that would lend 
him, to procure the common Ncceflaries of 
Life. This was enough to beget defperate 
Refolutions in a Man who had deleaved great 
Things from Iris Prince and Country, for the 
good Services he had done them ; inf cad of 
which, as I have already obfeivcd, he was 
degraded and punilhed : And when he fled into 
M the 
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the Army of his Relation* for Relief, and| 
claim'd hi* Birth-right, found that w it6fiel<$ 
from him by his Uncle ; and all thole whdf 
by Ti£s of Blood, ought - 4 # have been his 
Friends, turned his Enemies, for no other 
Reafon that I could ever learn, but that they 
found him a bold enterprifing Man, and 
fupe^ior to themfelves in Point of* Genius 
ancr Jbvery other Refpeft. Nadir , in this 
melancholy Situation, determined to get that 
by Force, which he could not obtain by any 
other Method j and having aflociated with a 
Couple of flout Fellows of defperate Fortune, 
went upon the Highway, and robb’d a fmdl 
Caravan of Three or Four Mules laden with 
Merchandize, and found Means to difpofe 
of them, the Produce of which (fetting slide 
what they wanted for prefent Expences) lie 
laid out in Arms and Ammunition, and enlifl- 
ed privately in his Gang all the delperate Fel- 
lows he could pick up. He fet out a fecond 
Time with about 20 or 25, and robb’d a 
laige Caravan of 30 Mules and Camels, laden 
with Meichandize and Provifions, which he 
carried to the Mountains, where Peifon* 
camc fccvetly to him with Arms, cjV. and 
u .nged them for Goods, much to theii 
v Advantage. 
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(Advantage. In this Manner he frequently 
iobb-d, traded, and enlifted frefli Men into 
his Gan Gf, moil of whom were Soldiers who 
had formerly fe^ved under him, until Jie had 
got near 500 flout Fellows well mounted, 
with which Force he kept the Country in 
aw, and laid them under a Contribution, 
which they would not comply with, till he 
had firft threatned, and afterwards perfumed, 
his Refolution of carrying away their Cattle, 
and plundering and burning their Houles. 
But it will be proper here to take Notice, 
that he could not have reigned long in this 
Manner, but would have been purfued and 
overpowered by the King’s Forces, if the 
Empire had not been involved in War. The 
Afghans , under Mir Vaez’s Son, had taken 
Isfahan , and reduced the South-Eaft Parts of 
Perfa to their Obedience > the Turks had 
entered the Weftern Parts, and taken moft of 
them ; and the Mufcovites had taken Pof- 
feffion of Gilan (the ancient Hyrcania) and 
other Places bordering on the Cafpian Sea ; 
fo that Shah Thomas having but two of 
three Provinces left, which were furrounded 
by Enemies on all Sides, he could not fpare 
any Forces to reduce Nadir Kuli-, th* 
• M 2 Country 
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Connttv People were afraid to attack him, i 
i'o that he lived on them, and exacted whirl, 
lac thought pioper lor the Support of Lwi.ldi 
and his Followers. At this Time, one 
Scj'o'uiii Leg, a General rtf Slab 
Army, and Chief of a great Tribe, called the 
Br.yo‘s y having offended the King, his Po/b < 
Majefy was determined to take away Id 
Life, which S-'f ddt,i Beg being privately in- 
fo.EP^kl of, lie lied from the Camp in the 
Night with 15 00 of his own Men, and net 
knowing vheie to take San&uary, he wci.t 
to JSiOtir Kuh, and joined him. By this Ad- 
dition to his F01 CC j lie had now got upwau’ 
of 20C0 Mus, and was become very formida- 
ble and expen five to the Neighbor: rhes 1 
KeJir’s Unde began to dread the Strength o' 
his Nephew, who not being above 100 MIL 
elf, might come and attack him whcncvc. 
he plcaf.'d : rle theref. ire wrote him a Letter, 
whetcin he . ffa.'.d him, he was of Crinic’ 1 , 


that it ire would iuhmit, and go into the 
King's Service, his Msjtfly would giant. 
Pardon to him and all his People. Ada'.. 
Lenwd \c:v well plea fed with this Props, ib. 
ar.d tare tc ins Uncle, that if he could rioer > 
the Pardon lie mentioned, he ihor.U be p‘ 
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to accept of it. Accordingly his Uncle fent a 
'Petition to Shah Thamas , in behalf of his 
Nephew. His Majefry at fir ll feemed not in- 
clined to pardon a Man who had becy guilty 
of fuch notorious Crimes ; but being told the 
ill Treatment he had formerly met with, 
forced him to take fuch Meafures in order to 
fupport himfelf, that he was a gallant Officer, 
and that his Troops might be of great Service 
to his Majefly,who was in want of fuch Men, 
the King comply’d, and fent a free Pardon 
figned to his Uncle, which he immediately 
forwarded to Nadir Ruli , who, upon the 
Receipt thereof, fet out with Scf o'dvi Beg, 
and ico chofen Men for Caht. On his Arrival 
there, his Uncle received him very kindly. 
Next Day he made a grand Entertainment 
for him and his Followers, which he intend- 
ed to have continued for three Days, far from 
apprehending any Treachery horn his Ne- 
phew, who now meditated Revenge for the 
Injury done him in withholding his Right, and 
flighting him when reduced to the greatefl: 
Neceffity. He had concerted with his Fol- 
lowers how to put it in Execution before he 
left the Mountains, aud had ordered 500 
• tnorc cf his Men to fet out the next Day af- 
ter 
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ter him, and to lay concealed near the Cattle 
of Cai'A (which they might ea£ly do, i: be- 
ing a mountainous Place.) Accordingly hat - 
ing that very Night made proper Preparation^ 
about two in the Morning, at a Signal give-, 
thole within fell on the Sentries, kill. a 
fome, and leized the red, whilft Nadir A... 
went to his Uncle’s Chamber, whom-haviig 
killed, he took the Keys of the Gallic, and 
opened die Gates, in order to let in the ;:o 
Men, who were ready at his Signal. Hi- 
Uncle’s Men, who were about 160, befiies 
the Sentries, had taken the Alarm; but Nad /’• 
People having fecu red the Doors of the Barracks 
where they lay, they could make no Reliil- 
ance, fo that they furrendered ; and, being dif- 
arm ’d, w'ere fet at Liberty the next Morning : 
there was not much Blood fhed on this Occa fion , 
not above fifteen or twenty being killed in all. 
Nadir immediately dilpatched Meflengers to 
thole remaining in the .Mountains, who came 
to him in a few Days. This happened a- 
bout the Year 1726-7, upwards of fix Years 
after he had been turned out of the King'- 
Service in Mujhad, as before-mentioned. 

Nadir , by this Adtion, not at all to h> 
Credit, had gratified his Revenge on hi-> 

Uncle, 
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Uncle, and had all his Relations (who lived 
moftly in the Town, and the adjacent Vil- 
lages near Calot) in his Power ; but he (hew- 
ed no Refentment to any of them : Qn the 
contrary, he treated them with Civility and 
Refpedt ; feveral of them entered voluntari- 
ly into his Service, and are now with him 
in great* Polls. He continued in this Place 
for fome Months ruling in an abfolute Man- 
ner, and raifmg Contributions, for fifty Miles 
round, to what Amount he pleafed. Shah 
Thames was fully apprized of all that Nadir 
had done, and was highly difpleafed at the ill 
Ufe he made of the Pardon fent him, 
which was to deftroy his Uncle, and- get Pof- 
feffion of a ftrong Place, whence nothing but 
a great Force could diflodge him; but as his 
Affairs were in a declining Condition, every 
Day feeming to threaten his Ruin more and 
more, being hemm’d in by the Turks on one 
Side, and the Afghans on the other, he judg- 
ed it better to make ufe of the Rebel Na- 
dir’s Afliftance, than to weaken his own 
Force by attempting to deftroy him. He 
therefore let him know, if he would fubmit 
and come to him, he fhould be gracioufly 
received, and admitted into the Service as a

KuJ.r excufed ’ 
felf as well as he could, by telling the ft 
the ill Treatment he had met with from . -

been rewarded for his feccefful Exp-A 1 
,rgainft the Tartars-, and that the in’ 1 . 
Ufaaie he received from his Unde and F - - 
tions had forced him into the Meaftuc' 1 
tah.en to iapport himfelf , but as h:> M 
had now genercaCy pasdor.ed him. Led _ i 
endeavour to rendei him ft If deferring 01 : e 


Clemency which had been fhewn him. 


As he had now frequent Oecdions, h- f > 
nallzed hinuftlf bv hh Conn us and tft - 1.., 
and was the Admiration of the King ’V *. - 
whole Army. The Turks (who befc a .V'- 
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$ir Kuli's coming into Sixth Thautas’s Armyf* 
‘(Were always victorious, and (eem’d deter- 
mined to extirpate the Per ft an Race, and 
•divide the Empire between the Afghans and 
themfelves, with whom they had made 
Peace, and entered into an Alliance) were 
now frequently repulfed with Lois, tho’ their 
Numbers were vaftly fupqggr to the Per [tans j 
and in all thofe Actions and Skirmifhes, Na- 
dir, tho’ he had but an inferior Command, 
yet he (hared the moft Honour ; till at length 
the King made him ,a Lieutenant-General, 
having removed two of his principal Officers 
to make Way for him. As Nadir had, by 
his Station, frequent Opportunities of wait- 
ing on the King, he foon infinuated himfelf 
into his Favour. He had but one Rival to 
deal with, who was of any Confequence, 
namely, Fatteh allah Khan Kajar, with 
whom, in Appearance, he kept a (IriCt 
Friendfhip ; but the very Moment the King 
{being fet on by his Creatures) had called that 
Oeneral to an Account for his Management, 
in Regard to the Army, Nadir Kuh a (fared 
His Majefty he had been a long Time fenlx- 
ble of the Abu(es committed, and unlels there 
was a Reformation in the Manner of paying 

N and 
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and difciplining the Arm^, rhe Troops would ( 
defert ; that they already began to murmur 
at not receiving their Pay regularly, and com-; 
plained*of the exorbitant Deductions made out i 
of it for Cloaths, &c. The King, on hear- 
ing this, was highly incenfed againft the Ge- 
neral, and declared, if what was alledged a- 
gainft him was true, he would order his 
Head to be cut off. He having nothing to 
fay in his own Jollification, but pleading it 
as a Cuftom,and what his Predeceffors had al- 
ways done, His Majefly ordered him to be 
executed on the Spot, and appointed Nadir 
Kuli General, who readily accepted of it ? 
without the Formality of defiring to be ex- 
cufed on Account of his Inability to acquit 
himfelf as he ought in fuch a Poft. This 
’’was in the Year 1727-8, and not above one 
Year fince he was pardoned, and taken into 
the King’s Service. Nadir having obtained 
that high Station, began to difplay Talents 
vaftly fuperior to what he had difeovered hi- 
therto, and the King had fo great a Depen- 
dence on his Management, that he feldom 
or never interfered in any Thing relating to 
, the Military. Nadir , being fenfible of the 
Trull repofed in- hjra, was refolved to iiw* 
. . prove 
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jprove it to his own Advantage, by removing 
.thofe in the Army whom he had Reafon to 
^believe were not attached to him, and put- 


ting in thofe who were. He gain’d the Af- 
fedtion of the Common- Soldiers, by paying 


them with his own Hand the Moment he 


received the Money, and letting them have 
Cloaths at the firft Coil. Finding himfelf 
in this happy Situation, he w idl’d for no- 
thing more than Adtion, but his Forces (be- 
ing no more than 15 or 20000) were not 
fufficient to adt offenfively againft the Turks : 
However, he annoyed them fo much by 
Means of flying Parties, that they were glad 
to fit ftill in their Quarters j they fent to ac- 
quaint Shah Thamas , that if he would relin- 
quifh to them the Right of thofe Places they 
had already in Poflcflion, they would make 
Peace with him, and leave him to recover 
the reft of his Dominions from the Afghans. 
Shah Thamas let them know he would con- 


fider of it, and defired a Truce till he 
could get an Anfwer from the Grand 
Signior to fome Propofals he had to make 
him ; to which the Turks agreed, promiiing 
to commit no Hoftilities until they received 
Qrders from the Port, and fo their Confines 


were 
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were fixed to Hamadan on one Side, and 
Tabriz and Ardebil on the other. Shah Tka- 
tnas fent a Mefienger to Qmftantimple with 
Offers of an Accommodation, but on Terms 
which he knew would not be granted j he 
gave private Orders to the faid Mefienger to 
pretend Sicknefs on the Road, and to delay 
his getting thither as foon as poffible, fo as 
not to give the Turks any Caufe of Sufpicion, 
Shah Tbamas's Defign was only to gain Time 
that he might go and fubdue Mehick Mahmud , 
Governor of Mujhad, who had rebelled dar- 
ing the late Revolution, and fet up as King. 
Having, thro* the Bravery of his General 
Nadir , taken the laid Governor Prifbner, and 
feized his Effects, he fet out with 12000 
Horfe to chaftife the Abdoilees , a Tribe of Af- 
ghans ^ who had taken Pofleffion erf Herat in 
Shah Sultan HoJJein's Time, and were now 
preparing a grand Army to invade Kborajan, 
and lay Seige to Mujhad. The Abdollee Af- 
ghans met him about three Days Journey from 
Herat , with an Army of near 30000 Horie, 
As they were reckoned better Soldiers than 
the Kandahar Afghans , who had taken Isfa- 
han, the King feem’d to dread the Event of 
the Battle ; but hiadir, whofe Courage was 

invincible, 
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Invincible, allured the King he did not doubc* 
jdfSuccefs j that Vittory depended more on 
Kefolution and Conduct than on Numbers, 
and that he was fetisfy’d his Majefty’s Tioops 
had both. Having drawn up his Army m 
order of Battle, he harangued them in the 
feme Manner, telling them withal, that the 
Lois of* that Battle would be the Ruin of 
Perjia, and that they and their Generations 
would be made Slaves for ever, if they did 
not conquer that Day; after which a gene- 
ral Shout was given. The Abdollee Afghans , 
who were drawn up at fome Diftance, hear- 
ing their Shout,retumedit, and advanced with 
great Fury to charge the PerJians, Nadir 
kept his Men dole, and being polled upon a 
riling Ground, he played upon them with 
fome fmall Field-pieces, which did great Ex- 
ecution, not fuffering any of his People to 
difcharge their Small-Arms until the Enemy 
was within -thirty or forty Yards, when they 
made a general Fire, which made fuch Ha- 
vock among the Abdollees, that they were 
obliged to retire, and give the PerJians Time 
to load again. In Ihort, after leveral delpe- 
rate Attacks, which the P erf. am fuftained 
with an uncommon Valour, a general En- 
gagement 
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agagement enfued, in which Nadir behaved 
with a mod: furprifing ConduCi ; for, tho’ 
his Perfonal Bravery naturally carried him 
too far* his Vigilance was fuch, that he always 
lent timely Affiftancc wherever it was re- 
quired; at laft, the Abd&lkes were entirely 
routed, 5000 were taken Prifoners, and near 
35000 killed and wounded. The Lois on 
the Pc/jians Side amounted to no more than 
3 500. After this he marched to Herat , and 
befieged it for fome Months, until the Enemy 
fubmitted, and had agreed to pay down : 
certain Sum, and give an annual Tribute 
on Condition they might have a Govern:: 
appointed by the King out of their cv. 1 
Tribe; which being granted, they fwors 
Obedience to Stab Tbamas x by whom they 
were to be treated in future as natural Sub- 
jects. The King, who was in the Army, 
but did not command, fet out for Mujlad, 
Nadir Ku!i i having Orders to follow him as 
fbon as poilible, arrived there in hkg.v, 
3729- About this Time the King received 
News that Af:ruff x the Afghan (who i acced- 
ed A&fertt*, the Son of 2\lir Vcez } and w as 
then in Pol ieition of Isfahan) was preparing 
to come and attack him with a powerful 

Armv, 

j 
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‘ Army. The laid AJhruff, hearing of Nadir* 
\Kuirs Succefs, thought it dangerous to give 
Vuch a Man Time to augment his Forces i 
he therefore determined to cru£h him'in the 
Beginning : For which Purpole, having com- 
pleated an Army of 30000 Men, he let out 
from Isfahan in September , 1 729, and march’d 
towards" Khorafan. This News alarmed Shah 
‘Thdmas, and likewife his General Nadir ; but 
his Troops, being flulh’d with their late 
Vi&ory, feem’d eager to be led again ft the 
Enemy. He was glad to find them in this 
Difpofition, efpecially as he had but little 
Hopes of railing any great Number of Re- 
cruits, few People caring to enliflr, as they 
knew they were immediately to enter upon 
a defperate Action ; however, he augmented 
his Aimy to near 16000 Men exclufive of 
the Troops left inGarrifon: Having let out 
from Mu fad, by flow Marches he came to 
a Place called Dam goon , where, polling him- 
felf advaniageoully, he waited the Enemy's 
Arrival. When AJhrujf came there, finding 
Nadir Kali fo well fituated, he was unwill- 
ing to attack him, but was over-ruled in 
Opinion by his Officers : They told him, 
that by his declining to come to Action, the

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. ;nemy would obtain a cheap Vidtory } as 
. 'e Country People (on hearing the Afghan' * 

ie afraid to encounter the Perfians) wou|d 
i <hei,» and Hop all Provifions from coming 
to die Army. Afsruff'Cas.n propofed to march 
diredtly to Mufhad without attacked Nadir 
Kidi j which being rejected, the Signal was 
given for Battle. The Event convinced the 
Afghan Officers of their Error j for attack- 
ing them at that Disadvantage gave the Per- 
fans a compleat Vidtory. ’Tis true it coft 
them dear, having loft above 4000 Men, 
The Lois fuftained by the Afghans was about 
12000, among whom were ibme of theit 
beft Officers. 

After this Defeat Afhrujf retired towards 
Isfahan , having fcarcely a third Part of the 
Troops he fet out with, a great Number of 
his Men (eipecially the Perjians he had taken 
into his Service) having deferted after the 
Battle. 

Shah Thamas, who was prefent in thh 
Adtion, and an Eye-witnefs to the Conduit 
and Valour of his General, told him he had 
nothing to prefent him, worthy his Accept- 
ance, but his own Name, and ordered that, 
for the future, he ffiould be called Thanw

with the Addition of Khan, which* 
, A fighifies Lord. 

Obamas Kuli Khan, (for fo we /hall call 
him until he is elected King) having rofrelh- 
Al his Troops at Damgoun , marched towards 
.Isfahan; The Afghans , on his Approach, 
quitted federal of their Garrifons, and fled 
towards fhe Capital, and in fome Places the 
Pef flans cut them off, declaring openly for 
Shah Thamas , and fending to Kuli Khan what 
Supplies of -Men and Money they could fur- 
nifh j lo that, by the Time he arrived at 
Gafhan , which is four Days Journey from Is- 
fahan ; his Army confifted of 40000 Horfe 
and Foot. The Afghans laid in great Stores 
Of Provilions, and feemed determined to de- 
fend themfelves to the laft: Extremity ; but 
their Leader AJhruff chofe to try the Event 
of another Battle before he fuffered himfelf to 
be befieged. Having brought together all 
the Forces he could mufter, which amount- 
ed to no more than 30000, confifting of Af- 
ghans, Darguzzts, Hazarris , Perftans , &c. 

* Thamas Kuli , fignifies Thomas's Slave. The great- 
eft Honour a Perjian King can confer on any Subject, 
is giving him Liberty to make ufe of his own Name, 
alfho’ it i^only to fignify, he is his Slave. 

O he 
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•he marched out to a Place called Mourcha 
Khor, which is about thirty Englijh Miles 
fiom the City, and encamped there, waiting 
Khuli Kharis Arrival, which not being fo foon 
as he expeded, he had fufficient Time to 
exercife his Cruelty on the Perjians in and 
about Isfahan : At firft, he ordered all the 
principal Men to be cut off, and afterwards 
all they could find in the Streets •, fo that, 
for the Space of twenty Days, there was not 
a Perfian to be feen abroad, none appearing 
but Women, who came out to buy the com- 
mon Neceflariesof Life. Atlaft, Kuli Khan 
arrived at Mourcha Khor , where, engaging the 
Afghans, he obtained a compleat Vidory. 
AJhrujf\ having loft 7000 Men, retired to 
Isfahan , where, calling a Council, it was 
refolved, that all the Inhabitants ftiould 
be flaughtered, and the Palace and other 
Houfes fet on Fire} which being done, they 
were to march off with all the EfFefts they 
could carry with them. Juft as they weic 
on the Point of executing this barbarous Re- 
folution, thofe whom AJhruff had appoint- 
ed to watch the Motions of Kuli Khan , font to 
acquaint him, that the Perftan Army was in 
full March towards the City. Upon which, 
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AJhruff ordered his Men to come to the Pa- 
lace and load their Beafts with Money (of 
which there was a great Quantity and then 
follow him, as they could only fave ihem- 
felves by Flight. This 0 » J c r was executed 
, with fo much Difpatch, that before two o’ 
Clock in the Afternoon there was fcarce an 
Afghan to be feen in the City, The Per- 
/tans , who before lay concealed, came out, 
and began to plunder all Houfes without Di- 
flindtion j even the Peafants from the Out-^ 
parts flocked in in great Numbers to have 
their Share of the Booty j but on the Arrival 
of 1500 of Phamas Kuli Khan’s Troops, all 
the Rabble difappeared, and the Officers took 
Pofleflion of the Palace, and placed Guards 
at the City Gates. The next Day being 
November , 1730, he entered Isfahan 
■with his whole Army, and continued there, 
cloathing his Men, and dividing among them 
the Plunder recovered from the Inhabitants. 
It was a Matter of Surprize ’to raoft People 
that he did not purfue the Afghans j but in 
a few Days afterwards it appeared he had 
fome 'private Reafons for it : For, on Shah 
Phamas' s Arrival (which was three Weeks af- 
terwards) he declared that unlefs his Majefty 
• O z would 
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i would give him the Power of levying Mo- 
ney in ell Parts for the Payment of the Ar- 
my, he would decline the Command there- 
of. a«d return to his own Country, being 
well allured that the Perfons who fhould 
he ordered to fupply him would be negli- 
gent, and by that Means fruftrate all his De- 
signs. The King was averfe to this Pio- 
pofal, and had Thoughts of removing him, 
but could fix on no other who was fit to 
fupply his Place j having founded fbme of 
the principal Officers, he found them of 
Opinion, that it was better to comply with 
Kali Khan’s Humour for the prefent, and 
fhew a proper Refentment of his Infclence 
when there was lefs Occafion for his Service ; 
adding, that the Soldiers, at this Jundure, 
would be unwilling to ferve under any other 
General. At laft, His Majefty confented 
but with the greateft Reludancy: For, in 
giving that Power, he (in Effedj parted with 
his Crown. He did not even flop here, but 
heaped more Honours upon him, appointing 
him Generaliffimo and Beglerbeg of Khorafan, 
and giving him his Aunt in Marriage. Af- 
ter obtaining thefe Favours he feemed per- 
fedly zealous for his Mailer’s Service j and, 
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jp Order to convince the World of his Sin-# 
•G^ity, would fet out with an Army in the 
Middle of Winter againft the Afghans , who, 
finding the Perfans did not purfue»them, 
when they quitted Isfahan, had taken up 
their Winter Quarters at Shiraz, and plun- 
dered and ravaged that Part of the Country 
in a barbarous Manner. 

KuU Khan , thro’ the Severity of the Sea- 
fon, had loft upwards of 3000 Men j but, 
as his March was to the Southward, the 
Weather grew daily more favourable. Hav- 
ing arrived near Shiraz, AJhruff and his Af- 
ghani marched out with a Refolution once 
more to try their Fortune in Battle j they 
fought defperately for fome Hours, but at 
laft were put to Flight, having left a great 
Part of their Treafure and moft of their 
Women and Children behind them. A 
ftrong Detachment of the Perjians were fent 
in Purfuit of them, who made feveral of 
diem Prifoners. 

AJhruff, with about 1500 of his Men, 
marched directly towards Kandahar. In the 
Way moft of them deferted him, having on- 
ly J 00 when he was furpriz’d and fet upon 
by a Body of the Balluchef j with thefe few 

he 
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he made a defparate and brave Defence, bat 
being greatly overpowered, he and moft of 
his Party were cut to Pieces. 

Thafnas Kuli Khan, having ftaid about a 
Month in Shiraz, fet out for Hamadan , in 
order to recover it, with other Places for- 
merly belonging to the Ferjiam, which the 
Kurils had feized during the late Troubles. 
On his Arrival there, Abdallah Bajha came 
againft him with all his Forces, who, being 
worfted, fled towards Carmanjhab: Thomas 
Kuli purfued him thither, and defeated him 
a fecond Time. Having ftaid a few Days at 
Carmanjhab, and fixed a Garrifon there, he 
fet out for Tabriz. As foon as he recovered 
and fecured that important Place, he detached 
a ftrong Party to Ardebil , which the Enemy 
had quitted on their Approach. The Turks, 
being thus unfuccefsful, demanded a Truce; 
which Tbamas Kuli granted the more readily, 
as the Abdollees at Herat rebelled a fecond 
Time, and had a powerful Army in the 
Field. 

Having fecured, and left fufficient Garrv 
fens in thofe Places he had lately recovered, 
he fet out for Herat. After defeating the 
Abdollees Army, he laid Siege to the City, 

which 
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which being a Place of great Strength, held 
out until Famine obliged them to furrender. 
He put the Governor and all the principal 
}VIen to Death, and having peopled the Place 
with Perfums , and left a Garrifon of his own 
Men therein, he marched to Mujhad, 

During this Time, Shab Thomas , who was 
-at Isfahan , finding the Turks were fend- 
ing Forces from Conjlantinople and other Parts 
towards the Frontiers of Perfta , he railed an 
Army of 20000 Men, and fet out for Ta- 
briz, where, joining the Troops left there by 
Tbamas Kuli, he marched to Erivan , and 
defeating a BodyofTarfo, befieged the Caftle, 
but not being able to fupply his Army with 
Provifions there, he returned to Tabriz , and 
from thence intended to advance towards 
Carman/hah , but was prevented by Ahmed 
Bajha , who, coming again ft him with a fu- 
perior Army, entirely defeated him. A few 
Days after this Battle, the Bajha fent him 
Word, he was impowered by the Grand 
Signior to conclude a Peace with him. The 
King came readily into the Bajha' s Propofals, 
which were, that each Party Ihould remain 
in Pofieflion of what they had then got. 

When 
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* When Thamas Kuli Khan was informed of 
this Peace he was greatly enraged, and 
wrote to the King and feveral of the Nobility, 
acquainting them, he would foon wait on His 
Majefty, and convince him of the Neceffity 
there was to break this fcandalous Peace. 
Accordingly he fet out with all Speed from 
Mujhad , and in Aitgujl^ 1732. arrived at Is- 
fahan with his whole Army, which amount- 
ed to upwards of 60000, all ohotee Troops. 
He waited on the King, and told him, He 
ought firft to make an Example of thofe 
who advifed him to fuch dishonourable Mea- 
fures, and then carry on the War with Vi- 
gour againft the Enemy. The King Seem- 
ing unwilling to break the Peace he had con- 
cluded with the Turks , Thdtnds Kuli Khan 
told him, he had good Redfon to believe moft 
of the Courtiers were his Enemies, and had 
been endeavouring to prevail with His Ma- 
jefty to take away his Life. The King af- 
fured him his Informations were not true. 
Upon which Kuli Khan prefented the King 
with a Bundle of Letters, telling him, thefe 
would convince his Majefty, that he had juft 
Ground for his Apprehenfions. After which 
he took his Leave. 


Thefe 
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Thefe Letters had been wrote to him pri- 
vately by feveral of the Nobility at Court ; in 
which they informed again ft each other, and 
acquainted him with their Defigns againft 
him. They alfo let him know what had 
' patted in feveral Conventions with the King; 
at the %ne Time reflecting on his Majefty’s 
Incapacity, and atturing Kuli Khan how 
?nuch they had his Intereft at Heart. 

The King was aftoniihed when he perufed 
thefe Letters, and finding theTreafon too ge- 
neral to be taken any notice of, unlefs he re- 
folved to cut off the greateft Part of the No- 
'bility, lie deftroyed the Letters, being deter- 
mined to wait for a more convenient Oppor- 
tunity of relenting their Villany. 

Thomas Kuli Khan , who with his Army 
lay encamped without the City, waited to 
know what Effedt thefe Letters would have 
on the King ; but finding he took no Notice 
of them, he confulted with the Chiefs of his 
Army, and acquainted them with the Steps 
he had taken. They agreed with him in O- 
pinion, that the King’s Intention was to de- 
fray him and his Friends, and djfband the 
Army ; and that the late fhameful Peace 
Concluded with the Turks was chiefly with a 

P View 
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View of having more Leifure and Opportu- 
nity to accompliffi his Defigns. Kuli Khan 
told them, the only Expedient to fave them 
and higifelf, would be to depofe the King, 
and fet up his Son in his Stead; by which 
Means they fhould have a fair Pretence of 
making a Rupture with the Ottoman Porte : 
His Officers came readily into this Scheme, 
which was executed in the following manner, 
Kuli Khan invited the King to a Review of 
the Army ; he accordingly went, and was 
exceedingly delighted with the fine Appear- 
ance they made, and the Performance of 
their Exercife, the Merit of which he pub- 
lickly attributed to the General, As the King 
was riding thro’ the Ranks, fome of the Un- 
der-officers and Soldiers faid aloud, “ If your 
“ Majefty has any Commands, we are ready 
“ to execute them.” This at firft furprized 
Kuli Khan, but on recovering himfelf, he, 
with his ufual Prefence of Mind, addreffed 
the King, defiring him to tell them they 
were to obey their General Phamas Kuli 
KJjcn , to whom he had given the foie Com- 
mand of the Army; which his Majefty 
complied with, and then went to a Banquet 
which had been prepared for him in*the Ge- 
)' neral’s 
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neral’s Tent. The King having indulged too 
freely in drinking Wine, (which ’tis fuppofed 
was mixed with fome introxicating Drug) he 
fell afleep on his Sofa. The General ordered 
his own People to carry him to a Seraglio in 
the Garden of Hazar Jerib. His Majefty’s 
Servants who were then in Waiting, feeming 
to diipute Kuli Khan’s Orders, by telling him, 
they would take Care of the King, were com- 
manded to withdraw at their Peril ; upon 
which they endeavoured to make their 
Efcape, but were feized by the Guards, and 
confined. 

After Kuli Khan had fecured the King, 
and placed Guards over him, he returned to 
his Tent, where moll: of the General Officers, 
who had been prefent at this Scene, were at- 
tending. He afked them, what was to be 
done further with the King ? They replied. 
Nothing more than what is already done : 
But he foon perfwaded them it would be ne- 
cefiary to keep him confined in fome remote 
Part of the Empire : and accordingly three 
Days afterwards he was fent to Mazandran, 
attended by a Guard of 6oco Men, among 
whom were very few Perjian Troops, being 
P .3 chiefly 
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chiefly Afghans , end others of the Sunni Re- 
ligion. 

After feizing the King, he fen: a ilrcng 
Detachment to the City, to take PolMion 
of the Palace, and place Guards at the City 
Gates, and in fome of the principal Street?, 
Early nexr Morning he was proclaimed by 
Beat of Drum, that no Perfons, on .Pain cf 
Death, fhould Air out of their Hcufes *. Ac 
Noon finding every Thing was quiet and eely, 
a lecond Proclamation was made, ordering 
all People to carry on their Bufinefs and fe- 
veral Occupations, and go abroad, as ufuJ, 

The Perfiam made fccretiy great Lamen- 
tations, imagining their King was killed ; bat 
being informed he was alive, they flattered 
themfclves with Hopes that the Army would 
rife in his Defence. 

Next Day after the King was fent away, 
Kuli Khan went to the Palace in great Pomp, 
attended by all the Officers both Civil and 
Military. He ordered the King’s Son to be 
brought out of the Seraglio, who being then 
in his Cradle, was placed on the Throne ; the 
P.oyal Diadem was put at the Head, and the 
Sword and Target fixed to the Side thereof ; 

after 
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lifter which, with the proper Ceremony, he 
was declared King, by the Name of Shab 
Abafs the Third. Kuli KJoan firft fwore Fi- 
delity to him on the Koran , and the reft fol- 
lowed his Example. ' 

This Mock Ceremony being over, he con- 
tinued in the Palace until he had appointed 
proper Officers in the City, and removed 
thole Governors of diftant Province whom 
he did not care to confide in : Afterwards he 
let out with his Forces againft the Turks , and 
meeting Ahmed Bajha at the Head of a nu- 
merous Army, within a few Days Journey 
of Baghdad , he entirely defeated him, and 
marched towards the City, which he laid 
clofe Siege to. The Garrifon being very nu- 
merous, defended it a long Time, but a ter- 
rible Famine raging amongft them, they were 
on the Point of liirrendering, when Topal 
Othman , Bajha Serajkier , and feveral other 
Bajhas came with an Army, which, including 
Servants, &c. was upwards of 200000 Men. 
Having advanced near Baghdad, they obliged 
Thames Kuli Khan to raife the Siege, and give 
’em Battle. The Perfian Army, which then 
^onfifted of 1 20000 Men, chargedfo furioufly, 
aadfeconded their Attacks with fo much Vi- 


gour, 
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gour, that the Turks were on the Point 
of giving Way, when Kuli Kharis Horfe was 
fhot under him. Having fought fome Time 
on Foot, before he could get re-mounted, 
his Standard-bearer concluded he was killed, 
and rode off with the Colours. This alarm’d 
the whole Army, who inftantly faced about 
and fled : Kuli Khan endeavoured *0 rally 
them, but to no Purpofe j the Turks pur- 
fuing with great Fury, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them : The Perjians loft in this 
Adtion upwards of 60000 Men, and die 
Turks nigh as many. 

This Defeat would have difcouraged any 
but Kuli Khan, who had a Soul fuperior to 
all Misfortunes. He flopped at Hamadan, 
where in a few Days moft of the Troops who 
were difperfed joined him. He told them he 
had certain Intelligence the Turks had given 
over Purfuit, and had divided their vaft Ar- 
my into lefier Parties, for the Convenience of 
foraging and getting Provifions,of which they 
were in great Want: He was determin’d 
to go and attack ’em one Party after another, 
and either conquer' or die, fince after what 
had been already done they could expedt no 
Mercy from their Country, to which they 

mud 
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jmuft never return but in Triumph : And 
fhould they give the Turks any Time to 
refrefh and unite their Troops, they would 
certainly be an Over-match for them; His 
Officers being entirely of the fame Opinion, 
he marched back with great Expedition, and 
fell upon the firft Party of the Turks, who, 
imagining him to be at a great Diftance, 
were not prepared to receive him. Having 
fucceffively beat three confiderable Bodies of 
them, he at laft encountered Topal Otbman 
Bajha , at the Head of 6o,ooo Men, who 
being fliot in the Beginning of the Action, 
his whole Army was foon routed, and put 
to Flight. 

Since this Battle the Turks have not ap- 
peared in the Field againft him, but fuffered 
him for two Years fucceffively to take one 
Place after another, fome by Storm, and 
others by Capitulation, till he had recovered 
all the Territories they had feized during the 
late Troubles. 

This unexpected Succefs had greatly raifed 
his Reputation, and Volunteers came from 
all Quarters to offer him their Service. 
Having compleated a choice Army, he 
marched a*fecond Time to befiege Baghdad. 

When 
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When the Siege was pretty fur advanced, he 
received News, that Mahommed Khan Bitllu- 
che , one of his Generals, had rebelled, and 
proclaimed Shah Thamas King ; that he had 
taken the City of Shiraz , and had an Army 
of 30000 Men, which increafed daily: 
Whereupon Kuli Khan immediately railed 
the Siege, and marching with all Expedition 
againft the Rebels, was upon them when they 
lead: expedted him. tJpon the firft Report 
of his Troops being near, they marched out 
to attack them, imagining it was only a 
finall Detachment under the Command of 
one of his Officers, but they had not advanc- 
ed above 20 Miles before they met him at 
the Head of his Van- Guard, which con- 
lifted of 12000 Men. Mahommed 
Balluche being overjoyed to find him attended 
by lb few, told his Officers, that Fortune 
had delivered Thomas Kuli Khan into their 
Hands ; that they might eafily defeat him, 
before he could have any Succours, as hh 
main Army was a Days Journey behind: 
But when they approached each other, and 
heard Kuli Khan thundering out his Or- 
ders, they were ftruck with fuch a Panick, 
that they fled, without fuftaining his firft 

Attack; 
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Attack. Mahommed Khan Balluche, who 
Was perfonally brave, having Tingled out 
Kuli 'Khan, rode full Speed towards him; 
being repulfed, he fought his Way back 
again, and intended to make his Efcape, by 
croffirig the-Gulf of Perjia in an Arab VelTel. ; 
but thojfe treacherous People feized 'him, 
and-,, in hopes of a Reward, carried him to 
* Thamas Kuli Khan , who fent him to Prifon, 
in order to force him into a Confeffion of his 
Accomplices, and what Treafure and Effeds 
he had. In this he was difappointed, for the 
Moment Mahommed Khan Balluche was left 
alone,' he hanged hi'mfelf. They could find 
no Papers that gaSre ahy Account of the Per- 
fons he correfponded with, or where his Effeds 
(which were very confiderable) had been de- 
pofited. Thus ended this brave Man, who 
was defervedly efteemed for leveral good 
Qualities ; he was as great (tho’ not fo for- 
tunate) a Soldier, as any in the Eajl, and judg- 
ed t-o be the beft Horfeman in Berfia. 

Thomas Kuli Khan Raid a few Days in Shi- 
raz , being employed in putting to Death 
Ibme Of the principal Per Tons concerned in 
the Rebellion, and feizing their Effeds. Pic 
afterwards returned to Isfahan , where fettling 

fame 
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fome Affairs, he fet out for Georgia , and took 
the Capital TejJh by Storm, upon which the 
whole Country fubmitted to him ; . from 
thence*' he marched to Erivan , the Capital of 
Armenia, which having recovered, he after- 
wards took Sbamakhi by Capitulation, and 
Ganfdn by Storm. In the mean Time^hefent a 
Mefienger to the Ruffians to defire them to re- 
linquith Gilan and the Silk Countries, according 
to their Promife, otherwife he fhould be ob- 
liged to pay them a Vifit ; as they had no In- 
clination to enter into a War with him, they 
evacuated all the Places on this Side the CaJ- 
pian Sea, except Derbend and Bacbu , which 
he had given up to them. Upon this he con- 
cluded a firm Peace with them, and not long 
after made a Peace with the Turks, 

Having thus fettled Affairs in Regard to 
thofe two Powers, he fent a general Editt to 
all the Rulers of Provinces, Chiefs of Tribes, 
and Governors of Cities and Towns, com- 
manding them to meet him on a certain Day 
in the Plains of Chuli Mogham , on Pain of 
high Difpleafure. At the Time appointed 
they appeared, to the Number of 6000 and 
upwards, at the (aid Place, where they found 
him encamp’d with an Army of 1 50000 

Men, 
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Men. T hamas Kuli Khan ordering them to 
•appear before him, he told them, the Reafon 
of calling them together was to acquaint 
them that he had now fubdued all ttye Ene- 
mies of the Perjian Empire, except the Kan- 
dahar Afghans, whom he was determined to 
march againft very foon ■> that, after he^h^d 
reduced* them to Obedience,' he intended to 
retire, and end the Remainder of his Days in 
Peace and Tranquility, unlefs his Country 
fhould again require his Service ; that he had 
made Peace with the Turks and MufLovites , 
and chaftifed the Tartars , and other Enemies 
on the Frontiers, in fuch a Manner, that (in 
all Probability) they would remain quiet for 
a long Time, fo that it only remained with 
them to eledt a King, either Shah Thomas 
their late Sovereign, or any other whom they 
judged the mod: capable ; adding that he ex- 
pedted their Anfwer in three Days. After 
this he retired to his Tent, and gave Orders 
that the faid Affembly fhould be entertained 
at the public Expence, during their Stay in 
the Camp. In the mean Time, Kiili Khan’s 
Creatures took Care to intimate to the piinci- 
pal Perfons, that they ought to compliment 
their Regent and General with an Offer 

0*3 Of 
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pf the Crown, tho’ at the fame Time, they 
were certain, he would not accept of it. 
■\Vhen the Time was expired, they waited on 
him with an Addrefs ; in which, after fet- 
ting forth the fignal Services he had done to 
his Country, they begg’d he would accept 
pf the Crown and take the Charge of the 
Empire upon him, and that they (as faithful 
Subjeds) would afiift him on all Occafions 
with their Lives and Fortunes. 'Thomas Kuh 
Khan told them, that he thank’d them for 
the Honour they had done him, which was 
contrary to his Intention in calling them to- 
gether, yet as he look’d upon the Voice of 
the People to be the Voice of God, he muft 
fubmit to the Cares of a Crown, and facri- 
ike his own Eafe to the puhlic Good, not 
doubting but (by the Blefling of the Almigh- 
ty, and their unanimous Concurrence) he 
fhould raife the Pcrjian Nation to as great a 
Pitch of Glory as any of their former Kings 
had done. And, in order to fet opt right, and 
have a perfed Underftanding with them, he 
ihould require three Things to be folemnly 
confirmed by them : 

I. That they fhould make the Crovva 
Hereditary to his Heirs for ever. 


II. Tint 
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fl. That no one, on Pain of Death, and 
Confifcation of Effects, fhould prefume' to 
take up Arms in Favour of the late Royal 
Family, or any Branch thereof, on aay Pre- 
tence whatever, nor fo much as mention any 
Thing tending to Rebellion. 

III. That, as great Difturbances an&Mit- 
chiefs had always arofe between them and 
their Neighbours, the Turks, Indians, and 
Tartars, on Account of the Difference of 
Religion, he defired a Number of the Reli- 
gious of both Sefts might affemble to con- 
fider of, and refolve upon, an Uniformity ; 
adding, that as the Points in which the Sun- 
nis and Schias * differed were not very elfen- 

* The Sunnis are t 'bsAnMabotnmedans , who acknow- 
ledge as lawful the Succefiion of Abubuckr, Aumar, 
Otbman, and Alt, and receive the Koran and Mabom- 
mecTs Traditions in the Senfc they are expounded by 
their four great Dodtors, Abul Hanifa , Maid, Sbafi, 
-and Hanbal.

The told-Ktfrf^ 
that they apply 'd them to the religious Pur- 
pofes for which they were intended, fuch as 
Salaries for Priefts, the Maintenance of Col- 
leges, and a great Number of Mofques, in 
which Prayers were daily and hourly offered 
up for Succefs to the Arms of their Prince, 
and Proiperity to the Empire of Perfia. He 
told them, that by Experience it was evident 
their Prayers had not been heard, fince for 
fifty Years pafl: the Nation has been on the 
Decline, and at laft almoft ruined by Inva- 
fions and Rebellions, until God’s victorious 
Inftruments (meaning his Army) had come 
to its Relief, who were now ready to iacri- 
fice their Lives for the Defence and Glory 
thereof} that thefe c poor Priefts (pointing to 
his Soldiers) were in Want, and mult be fup- 
ply’d by feme Means or other} that therefore 
it was his Royal Pleafure, that the greateft Part 
6f the Church Lands and Revenues fhould 
R be 
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be confifcated ai d appropriated towards pay- 
ing the Army} which was accordingly done, and 
by an exadt Ccfimputarioi^ found to amount 
to near i, coo, ooo Tomans, which is about 
3, coo, coo l. per Annum. The Priefts were 
highly enraged at this Treatment, and did 
UfrYney could to ftir up the Army §nd Peo- 
ple againft him ; the former, being above 
half Sunnis, only laughed at them ; and the 
latter, when they confidered that by this 
they were to be eafed of a Part of the Taxes, 
were not diflatisfy’d with it. After this Kuli 
Khan fent for the Chiefs of the People, and, 
acquainting them with what he had done, 
tcOd them, if they wanted Priefts, they rauil 
provide them at their own Expence ; that, 
for his Part, having little Occafion for any, 
he would be at no Charge about them. He 
then published an Edidt (of which the fol- 
lowing is a literal Tranflation) ordering all his

This Edidt was reeved with great Joy by 
Numbers of his Subjects, as many being ie- 
cretly of that Perfwafion, as of the Schia 
eftablifhed Religion ■, it was particularly ggtse-^ 
able to Kis Soldiers, who being chiefly Sunnis , 
became thereby the more attach’d to him. 
However impolitic thefe Steps might have 
feem’d at firft, yet it was the only Me- 
thod he could have thought of in order to 
eftablifh himfelf and his Heirs on the Throne 
of JPerJia j befides the Advantages it already 
has and may ftill give him in his future De- 
figns on his Neighbours, who are of the fame; 
Religion which he has now eftablifhed int 
Perfa. 

Shortly after he was eledted and proclaim- 
ed King, he went to the City of Kazmin 
(or Kasbin) where the Ceremony of Inaugu- 
ration of the Perfian Monarchs is performed. 
Having girt on the Royal Scymitar, and put 
the Imperial Crown on his Head, he took 
the ufual Oath, which is, To govern the 
People according to the Lam of God, as re-

pealed by his Plte phet Mahommed, and pro- 
tect and defend tbxn againfi all their Enemies. 

After this, he IriVched with his Army 
to Isfahan, where he <^tinued fome Time, 
making Preparations for his Expedition to 
Kandahar. During his Stay there, he re- 
- cexwd the Complir . .'nts of the neighbouring 
Powers : The Grand Signior and Moghol ac- 
knowledged him as Emperor of Perfa , and at 
the fame time congratulated him on having e- 
ftablilhed the true Orthodox Religion in his 
Empire, and difcouraged the former Herefy. 

In December , 1736, Nadir Shab fet out 
from Isfahan, with an Army of upwards of 
80000, chiefly Horfe, and marched towards 
Kandahar, by the Way of Carmania , and 
was fhortly after followed by Thames Khan 
Vakeel with about 40000 more. 

What happened after this, the Gentleman 
who favoured me with the above Memoirs is a 
Stranger to ; excepting that on his Departure 
from Perfia to % India, which was in February, 
1 736-7, he heard Nadir Shah had befeged 
Kandahar. His Tran/attions fince that Time ,

fhe fame Gentleman JtitTs alfo favoured me 
with a perfonal Defcription and Chan/Sier of 
this great Heroe i which 1 Jhall rejerve for 
the Gonclufon of thefe Sheets . 

Nadir Shah , having fecurely eftablifhed 
himfelf, and fettled his Affairs in Perfia y he 
left his Son Reza Kuli Mirza to command 
there, and fet out with his Army towards 
Kandahar. HoJJein Khan , the Governor 
thereof, having kid up great Stores of Pro- 
vifions and Ammunition, held out for 18 
Months i at kft, being reduced to Straits, he 
fallied out with his Men, moft of whom 
died bravely fighting. Hojfein Khan and his 
Son being taken Prifoners, the Per fans en- 
tered the Caftle, and took Poffeffion thereof. 

While Nadir Shah was bufy in fecuring 
and fortifying Kandahar , and bringing over 
to him the Zemidars of thofe Parts, Letters 
came from Nizam alMuluck and Saadi t Khan t 
inviting him to march towards Hindofan. 
In Anfwer to which, he objected the Diffi- 
culties of getting thro’ the Defiles, paffing the 
great Rivers, and the many Encounters he 
S muft

mu ft expedt to lhave with the Afghans , and 
the warlike N atm ns of thofe Parts, the Op- 
pofition he mu$ expect from Nagir Khan , 
Soubahdar of Gaktl, -,.an$L Zekaria Khan, 
Ruler t>f Labor j and, laft of all (fhould his 
Fortune fur mount all thefe) his Fate will de- 
fend on his Succefs againft a powerful Impe- 
- rial Army. They foon fatisfied him how 
unneceffary his Fears were, and that, before 
he crofs’d the Attok *, he fhould have a Proof 
how able they were, and how much inclined 
to facilitate his Paflage.

Nadir Shah . h"SVh.7 fubdued Gborbund and 
Glozmvi, and garrifon’d them with his own 
People, came to Cabal and befieged it. Xa- 
qir Khan (before his Arrival) had left it, and 
marched to PeifI:or \ but Sherzih Khan de- 
fended both the City and Caftle for h Weeks 
with the utmoft Bravery, and wrote repeat- 
edly to haqir Khan, and to Court for Af- 
fiftance ; but none coming, both City and 
Caftle were at laft taken by Storm, and he 
and his Son were put to Death. Nadir Skah 
found Treafure, Jewels, Arms, &c. to a 
great Value, which, iince the Great Moghl 
Babr’s Time, had been fhut up in Vaults.

^aliening it all in his Power. The Emperor’s 
" Servants, who knew Khandoran to be attached 
to their Matter, contrived all the Impedi- 
ments they could think of, fo that Nadir 
Shah had not only Time to fecure Cabal ^ but 
was far advanced in his March to Peijkor 
where the Afghans and Mountaineers very 
much incommoded him, and kept him in 
Play for Seven Weeks; in which Time he 
had a great many Men wounded and killed. 
Seeing there was no forcing the Pafles, with- 
out much Bloodfhed, and that the Afghans 
had fortified themfelves on the Tops of the 
Hills ; he lent them Offers of Accommodation , 
which they came into the more readily, 
as the Soubahdars had fent no Afliftance ; and 
that they had been four or five Years without

•7000 Horfe had incampcd without the City, 
not imagining he could get through the Pafies 
fo foon, upon hearing of his Approach with 
fo large a Body of Horfe, was greatly per- 
plexed i feveral of his Auxiliaries left him, 
and few befides the King’s Men ftood by him,

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and Naftr Khan taken Prifoner. Some Af- 
ghans who, waking the Event, were polled 
on the Bills, fteing Nadir Shah prevail, 
came»and offered him their Service. After 
this Victory, he entered Peifhor and took 
PofTeffion thereof. When the News of this 
‘Defeat came to Court, Nizam al Mulud, 
Khandoran , Kummir o’ din Khan, * and the 
other Qmras , according to the King’s Order, 
on the fecond of January, 1738-9, marched 
out with a numerous Army, a large Train 
of Artillery, and other warlike Neceffaries, in 
order to oppofe this Conqueror ; and halted 
at the Gardens of Shaltmar. Nizam, who 
was the Contriver of this Storm, endeavouied 
all he could to prepoffefs the Minds of the 
Soldiers with a Terror of Nadir Shah’s Forces, 
and how vain it was to refifl him ; and, at 
the fame Time, amufed them to divert their 
going too far forward: But the King ifTued 
out Orders, that Nizam and the other Om- 
ras fhould advance with all Expedition, he 
bimfelf intending to follow foon after them. 
Nizam al Muluck , and the reft, according to 
thefe Orders, marched on, and encamped in 
the Plains of Karnal, which is Fifty-Five 
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Cofs * diftant from Debit. The Empcroj; 
tdlo fet out the 1 8 of ’January , 1738-9, and 
bn the 4th of February joined them. 

. Nadir Shah having fecured Peijhor , and 
crofled the Attok, marched dire&ly towards 
Labor ; Zekaria Khan , Soubabdar thereof, 
had (to Appearance) fortified the Elece ini 
the bed* Manner poffible, and having en- 
trenched himfelf without, feemed eager to 
engage the Enemy, but as foon as Nadir 
Shah's Troops came within Sight of the In- 
trenchments (having had his Leffon from 
Nizam al Muluck ) at a Signal given, he and 
all his Forces retreated to the Caftle, from 
whence they cannonaded the Perjians three 
Days, after which, having capitulated, one 
of the Conditions being, that the City fhould 
be Ipared, a Thoufand Kuzzlebajh took pof- 
feflion of the Caftle, and Nadir Shah having 
ftaid one Week in the Gardens called Shali - 
mar *j- of that City, he, with his whole Ar- 
my, by continued Marches, arrived at the 
Village c DlLauvri i which is near Karnal.

Mazuffer Khan, with feveral otjher Officers, 
were killed, and fome mortally wounded, 
returned to their Camp ; Seyd Hojjan Khan, 
being wounded, marched towards Debit ;

When thofe who fled from the Engage- 
ment returned back, there was a great Tu~

— On Nadir Shah’s 
Side feven principal Officers, and 3500 Men were 
killed, and about 5000 wounded with Swords, Cuttari 
ri’s , and Bullets.

•the Tents anil EfFedts of Khandoran , Mazuf- 
fer Khan , Saadit Khan, &c. were plundered 
by their own People. 

Amidft this Confufion the Emperor went 
towards Nizam al Muluck’s Moure ha, who 
was in the Front, and in Conjunction with 
the Vizir and other Omras , went without 
the Mourchas , and drew up their Men in a 
Line of Battle, with a Delign to put a Stop 
to the Enemies advancing any farther ; but, 
had not the Night come on, thefe Precauti- 
ons would have ferved them in little Stead, 
and that Day would have put an End to the 
whole affair. About an hour after Sun-fet 
the Emperor returned back to his Tent. 

Several of thofe who efcaped out of the 
Field, as alfo thofe who attended the Bag- 
gage and Carriages, fled towards Dchli ; a 
great many of whom were killed and plun- 
dered in the Way. 

The Camp in fome Places was very thin 
of Men, infomuch that when at Midnight, 
the Emperor fent for Nizam al Muluck , the 
Space from his Mourcha to the Emperor’s 
Tent (which is about three Quarters of a 
CofsJ was found entirely empty.

On the 1 6th finding the Camp fb thin, 
and being apprehenfive of the Kuzzkbajk't 
attacking them, they contracted the Circuit 
thereof, and their Mourcbas into theCompafs 
requifite to contain the Number of Troops 
they had left, which was the Space between 
the Emperor’s Tent and Nizam' s Mourcba, 
and there they flood under arms the whole 
Day, every Minute expecting the Enemy’s 
Approach. Towards the Evening a fmall 
Tent was pitched for the Emperor, and all 
the Troops were difpofed of to their refpe&ive 
Polls, where they continued under Arms the 
whole Night, and their Horfes faddled, with- 
out either Hay or Com. 

The 17th || alfo pafled in Fear and 
Anxiety. This Day, according to an Order, 
from Nadir Sbab , Saadit Khan fent for his 
own Men and Baggage j fome of them who

t went to him] carrying along with them all 
that efcaped being plundered of his Horfes 
and other Effedts. Nadir Shah had ordered 
a Tent to be pitched not far from his own 
Quarters, for Saadit Khan , Sherjing , and 
Khandoraris Son ; their Baggage .and At- 
tendants he gave a Place to, without his 
Camp j none durft fo much as come to fee 
them, nor were they allowed to make ufe of 
any of their own Neceffaries. 

On the 1 8 th -f-, Nizam al Muluck * and 
Azim Alla Khan went to accommodate 
Matters to Nadir Shah’s Camp; after a Stay 
of fix Hours, they returned back j what they 
might have done there, was kept a Secret. 
Towards the Clofe of the Evening, Khando - 
ran died of the Wounds he had received.

but Javead Khan , Behroz Khan , and *Ghazi 
o' din Khan j towards Evening the Emperor 
returned back to his own Camp, and feveral 
of his officers having reprefented. to him, 
that the Banians made the Grain very dear, 
he ordered their Shops to be plundered, 
which, inftead of mending the Matter, very 
much increafed the Dearth of Provifions. 
On the 21ft*, in the Morning, Nizam al 
Muluck , the Vizir , Azim Allah Khan, and 
Ghazi o' din Khan , went to Nadir Shah: 
On their taking Leave to return, Nizam was 
honoured with a Prefent of a Coat, Veft, and

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Bodies lay fpread over the Space of feven Cofs j 
the faid Beldars having ftrewedjia little Earth 
on fome of the Carcafies, returned back. It 
was reported that 400 of Nadir Stab's People 
fell in Battle* and that 700 were wounded, 
but of thofe that were killed not one was to 
be feen . in the Field, they having buried 
them that fame Night. Of the Hindojian 
Army, feveral were wounded in liich a Man- 
ner, that they were not able to ftir, nor had 
any the Compaffion to bring them off the 
Field of Battle to be cured, fo that in a little 
Time they expired among the reft of the 
dead Bodies : Three Elephants were alfo 
killed.

showed to cclme to them, nor durffc any of 
the Soldiers go without their Mourchas. In 
Nadir Shah’s Camp (as they went ou£ a fb “ 
raging for 30 or 40 Cofs round) Wheat was 
fold at the ‘rate of 1 2 Seers for a Rupee. 

The ^Numbers of thofe killed fince the 
Battle, on the Roads, and round about the 
Country, by Nadir Shah’s Men, when they 
went out a Marrauding, amounted to 1 4 or 
15000 Men. 

On the 2 2d *KaJfum Beg Khan came from 
Nadir Shah’s Camp, and flayed with Nizam 
al Muluck until the Evening. 

Mir Hojfan Khan (who being wounded 
in the Battle, fet out for Shah Jehanabad) 
being afraid of the Dangers upon the Road, 
returned back, and came to the Camp this 
Day.

er, and that he mull do one of three Tjiings^*

defperate Pufh, to determine his Fortune at 
once, or put an End to all Thoughts and 
Mifery by a Dofe of Poifon ; or elfe fubmit 
peaceably to what Terms may be impofed. 
The Emperor’s Inclination (tho’ he did not 
then declare it) was for the laft of thefe. 

On the 25 th * Sirbullind Khan , Mahom- 
med Khan, &c. were ready each with his 
own Men, that in Cafe the Emperor fliould 
make a Pufh, they might not be unprepared, 
and if on iubmitting, he Ihould go to Nadir 
Shah , and bid them come, they fliould fol- 
low his Fate. But neither one nor the other 
of thefe Refolutions was fixed on that Day j 
Grain was not to be had on any Terms, and 
old carrion Beef, notwithftanding there was 
great deal of it, was fold, it Seers, for a 
Rupee. At Night arrived a Note from 
Nadir Shah to this Effedt : ‘ Sirbullind Khan,

tered the Camp, and pitched a fmall Tent 
for himfelf near the Bargah -f*, clofe by Saa- 
di t Khan's Quarters. 

About nine o’Clock that Morning, Ma- 
hommed Shah (according to an Order) being 
feated in a Royal Litter, with a Canopy and 
Umbrella, fet out for Nadir Shah's Camp, 
attended by Emir Khan , IJhak Khan , and 
fome Eunuchs.

efpecially the Artifans and Servants.

Tlje Omras and the Emperor’s old 
Servants, according to an Order for that 
Purpofe, took up their Quarters at one Side 
of the Camp, being feparated by a fmall Ri- 
vulet. The EfFedts of Mahommed Shah and 
the Omras t which were brought, were put 
into Nadir Shah’s Pofteflion ; and having 
picked out 200 Cannon with their Carriages

Mhhommedtyah 
With 40 or 50 of his principal People, /ami 
about 1 0,0 cJo Kuzzlebajh Horfemen, and 
2000 Harquebufers , followed. Nadir fibabST 
a Diftance of one Cofs : On one Side was 
Sirbullind Khan , with his own Men and 
Baggage, next him the Men and Baggage of 
Mahommed Shah ; on another Side were the 
Men and Baggage of Nizam al Mulitck , and 
Kunrnir o' din Khan , and next them Mahom- 
med Khan Bungujb with his Men and Bag- 
gage, each Party feparated by a Diftance 
of i and fome i Cofs, and between them 
marched Kuzzlebafo Horfemen to prevent 
their joining, and make each Party march the 
Way that was appointed for them. The 
Compafs of Ground they covered in their 
March, was five Cofs in Length, and three 
in Breadth, and this Method was observed 
every Day’s March. 

After five Days continual marching they 
>came to Sonput j there were feveral Villages 
in the Way which they not only plundered, 
but likewife killed a great many of the 
Inhabitants, Paniput and Sonput were alfo 
facked. 
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On? 'Tuefday the 6 th of Zelhujh * they 
marched from Sonput, and came to Nirela. v 
In the beginning of the Nigh?, Sirbullind 
‘ban having feigned an Indifpofition, had 
Leave to go before to the City, and on the 
Morning he arrived at his own Houfe. 

On IVednefday the 7th -f Nadir Shah ar- 
rived at the Gardens called Shallimar. 

On 1 hurfday the 8 th i, Mahommed Shah, by 
Nadir Shah's Order, being feated in a Royal 
Litter, with a Canopy and Umbrella, two 
Standards, about 200 Horfe and Foot of his 
own Servants, and 4000 Kuzzlebajh Horfe- 
men entered the Caftle. After which they 
gave him a Place near Aeyjh Mahl §. Nadir 
Shah having heard, that the People of the 
City were of a feditious and turbulent 
Temper, did not care to enter in the 
Night Time. But this Morning, attended 
by 20,000 Horfe, he marched with all the 
Caution imaginable to the Caftle, leaving the 
reft of his Army encamped without the City:

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After he ha 4 alighted, MahommedShah 
-to congratulate him, and they break’fafted 
'together. They were in Converfation ur>»i~ 
the Evening, during which Time Nadir Shah 
behaved with the greateft Complaifance and 
feeming AfFedion to him. He iffued out 
Orders in the molt peremptory Manner, to 
prevent the Soldiers wronging or infulting any 
of the Inhabitants, and enjoined the Nif- 
fikhchis , who have the Infpedion of thefe 
Things, to fpare no Punifhments, fuch as 
cutting off Ears and Nofes, and bambooing 
to Death, whoever molefted the Indians ; 
for which Reafon, none of the Kuzzlebajh , 
either high or low, durft injure any of the 
Natives ; but moft of the People were fo 
frighten’d at the terrible Afped of thefe Men, 
and the barbarous Figure -f- they made, that 
they avoided (as much as poffible) having 
any Dealings or Converfation with them. 

On the 9th £ at Night, Nadir Shah , hav- 
* ing called Saadit Khan before him, fpoke

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great deal of Warmth ar\d Paffion in 
Rega'rd to the collecting the Peijhcuft * Mo- 
*fs°y, and ufed fome hard Words to him. At 
four cfClock next Morning, Saadit Khan, 
who had been for fome Time weak and in- 
difpofed, departed this life. Some imagine 
he died thro’ Anger for the Ufage he met 
with, and others are of Opinion Jealoufy 
provoked him to take Poifon. 

On Saturday , which was the toth -f-of 
the Moon, and the Eid Zoha (or Feaft of 
Sacrifice) after five Ghurris , and thirty 
Pulls t, the Sun entered Aries. This Morn- 
ing Sirbullind Khan (being called) went to 
the Cattle, where with Thomas Khan Vakeel, 
Mujlapba Khan Arrizbegi, Nizam al Muluck, 
and Kummir o' din Khan, he ftaid the whole 
Day, deliberating on Means for collecting 
the Peijhcujh Money. This Day at Noon 
Thomas Khan had fent nine NiJJikhchi Horfe- 
men towards Pahr Gunjh §, to order the 
opening of the Granaries, and fettle the*

Thrice of the porn : Being arrived there, they 
^nifed them^to be opened, and Wheat' was 1 
join ten Seers for a Rupee : As this Price dljiL 
not turn to the Proprietors Account, towards 
Evening they affembled the Mob and a 
great many difaffedted People joining them, 
they killed the abovefaid Nt/Jikhchfs, with 
feveral Kuzxlebajh , who had come over to 
buy Corn. After Sun-fet they fpread a Re- 
port that Nadir Shah was taken Prifoner, 
and fome faid he was poifoned, on which 
the Mob and Tumult exceeded all Bounds, 
all the idle Vagabond and difaffedted People 
joining from all Quarters, with what Arms 
they could moft readily find, poured like a 
Torrent towards the Caftle. Of thofe of 
Nadir Shah’s Troops, who were polled 
without at the Foot thereof, fome retired 
within, and others went towards the Reti -f-, 
(which is the Place ’twixt the Caftle and 
River) and feveral of them were cut off : 
'Thofe of the Kuzzlebajh who had taken up 
their Quarters in Khandoran’s Palace, and

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qfch£r great Houfes, kept a ftri£t and careful 
Guard the whole Night ; feveral Cannon, 
^darquebufes and Mufquets were difcharged 
from die Cattle and the faid Houfes, to keep 
the Mob at a Diftance j all this Time they 
were entreating, and became more and more 
furious ; Seyd Neaz Kban , Son-in-Law to 
Kummir o' din Khan , had flhut up in a Room 
feveral NiJJikhchis (whom he had taken be- 
fore, as a Safeguard to his Houfe) and now 
fet Fire to it. 

On Sunday the 1 1 th -f-, about eight 
o’Clock in the Morning, when the Tumult 
was in its Height, Nadir Shah being highly 
provoked, walked out of the Caftle, and 
mounting his Horfe, went from thence to- 
wards Ghandni Chok X, to quell the Mob, 
who were committing great Diforders in that 
Quarter, and in the Way perceiving a great 
many of the Bodies of his own People, who 
had been killed in the Night, he fent a ftrong 
Party to endeavour to fupprefs them, and irf 
Cafe Threatning and fair Means were in- 
effedtual, he licenfed them to cut them off, 
but on no Account to injure others who were

At firft, they proceeded 
gehtly, which, inftead of appealing the Mob, 
made them ^more bold and infolent, and. 
without the lead: Awe, they ‘began to, JfSf- 
charge Fire-Arms, and Arrows, at mem. 
Nadir Shah went into the Misjid j| cfRoiJhm 
al Doivlat , which is near the factual’ s § 
Ghaboutra * - } the Inhabitants near that Mif- 
jM ' got upon their Terraffes, and began to 
throw Stones ; and, either from one of 
thefe Terraffes, or a Window thereabouts, a 
Mufquetwas defignedly fhot at Nadir Shah, 
which miffing him, killed one of his Officers 
who flood next him : This made him give 
Way to his Paffion, and order a general 
Slaughter to be commenced from that veiy 
Place ; the Soldiers in an Inflant getting upon 
the Walls and Terraffes, began to plunder 
and kill. This bloody Scene extended fiom

davt\ od Poul Meet at jj. The whole Streets 
of the Kjzar, and the Alleys and Wards on 
all tides,, the Kbanum's Bazar, and rounda- 
bout the Jamib Misjid *, and the Cotton and 
Jewellers Bazars, wtre all plundered, feveral 
Places theyfet on Fire, andwhomfoever they 
found in the Wards and Houfes, Streets, Al- 
leys and Shops, Great and Small, Men and 
Women, they put to the Sword, even the 
Brute Creatures did not efcape their Fury} 
feveral Women were made Prifoners.

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the faid Officer, and reprefenting to him, that 
the People ofmat Quarter were not to blanle, 
he 'made them deli ft and ftop his Men, on 
promifing they Ihould pay a Sum of Moirfy. 
But in other Places the Slaughter, Pilfer- 
ing, and Burning, went on in a wjfti bar- 
barous Manner. / 

Nadir Shah , after he had ^ven’the Or- 
ders, returned back to the Caftle j about two 
o’Clock Mahommed Shah and Nizam al Mu- 
luck waited on him, who having made great 
Interceffion for the city, the foldiers were 
ordered to defift, and it was proclaimed by 
Beat of Drum, that none of the Inhabitants 
fliould be any longer molefted. 

The Slaughter continued from eight in 
the Morning till three in the Afternoon ; above 
400 Kuzzlebajio were killed, and of the Ci- 
tizens (great andfmall) i 20000 were flaugh- 
tered, others computed them 150000. What 
Treafure and Effects were plundered, fome 
. "Nadir Shah had, and a great deal was de- 
ftroyed by the Fire. In feveral of the Hindu ^ 
Houfes, where one of a Family furvived, he 
ufed to pile thirty or forty Carcales a-top of 
one another, and burn them ; and lo they 
did in the Streets, notwithftanding which

When the 
Sfsijghter began, thofe who railed theCom- 
moft^A diftppeared in an Inftant, and left the 
innoeei.^ Shopkeepers Bczaris, and many 
hor.tft F ^Allies, to be butchered by the en- 
raged Ki’ZLtfbajh ; feveral, jealous of their 
Honour, not oniy killed their Women, but 
laid aifo violent hands upon themfelves ; cue 
of thefe unfortunate "Wretches in particular, 
when the Soldiers came near his Houle, 
burnt about twenty Women of his Family, 
and was in Jixpeftation of their entering eve- 
ry Minute and killing him j by Chance they 
miSed that Houfe, but he was fo infatuated, 
that, finding himfelf difappointed, he went 
out, and bringing fomc of them back, {hew- 
ed them the Way to his own Houfe, tell in 
them there was a good deal of Money and 
Effects therein. After they had plundered 
, iris Houfe, they went their Way without kil- 
„ ling him, which fo enraged him, that he dif- 
patched himfelf. There were great Num- 
bers of People, elpecially Women and Chil- 
dren, burnt in their Houfes.

no Apprebenfion of the Soldiers any more. 
A ii^dy of Men was fent to the Granaries at 
PahJ&Qunjh, which they fealed up and put 
Guards cji ; Saadit KJoan's Effe&s were feized, 
and Nizgt^al Muluck and Kimrnir o’ din Khan 
made a Peij,.n1ijh of fome Money and Effeds 
which they had givfen in an Account of, and 
was regiftered in the Lift ; the Effects of 
Khandoran and Mazujf 'er Khan werelikewife 
feized ; the Jewels, Treafure and Goods of 
the former, (not reckoning what he had in 
the Camp) was computed at no more than 
one Crore of Rupees 5 but Mazuffer Khan’% 
amounted to very nigh four Crore. This Day, 
according to the Shah’s Order, Parties of 
Soldiers were planted as Guards all around 
the City to the Banks of the River, and in 
the Retee oppofite to the Caftle, to prevent 
any Perfons going out without Licence, but 
hinder none front coming in : All thole* 
who were brought bound from the Serai of 
Rough Allah Khan , had their Heads cut off, 
and were thrown into the Retee,

On Wedntfday the 14th *, a number of 
'Fakirs **, wanting to go out of the 'City, 
with a Defign to travel and beg abroad, the 
Out-Guards cut off their Nofes and Sj£rs, 
and made them return back again. 

On Fhurfday the 15 th -J-, as i/ie great 
Number of dead Bodies that laj about the 
Caftle, and in the Bazars , ant-jraier Places, 
caufed a very offenfive Stench, they prefled 
moil of the People they met with in the 
Streets, and employed them in removing the 
Bodies. Some, by tying Cords to the Feet, 
they dragged without the City, fome they 
threw into the River, and thofe whom they 
imagined to be Hindu’s , they piled forty or 
fifty of their Bodies a-top of each other, and 
burnt them with the Timber of the demoliih- 
ed Buildings.

having"*^ fettled Pay from Nadir Sbah.) 
Nifar Ma'gmmed Khan was fent with i ooo 
KuzzlebdpJ^ftmm ,to himgfiaadit Khan’s jj 
Treafure from Pourib. 

On Saturday the 1 7th £, Sirbullind Khan , 
according to an Order, went to the Dirbar, 
where he ftaid until the Evening. Nadir 
Shah let him know, he was pretty well af- 
fured, that under a Pretence of old Age and 
Infirmity, he did not care to ftir about in 
collecting the Peijhcujh Money and Beavra f 
from the People in Offices, Merchants, &c. 
However, his Advice to him was, to behave 
with more Activity in that Affair, and make 
an End of it very foon.

told Nizam al Muluck as follow.*: I have

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Matim. Some of Nadir Shah's Soldiers, 
who were incamped without the City, hav- 
ing one of thefe Nights made a Noife of 
Mourning and beating their Breafts, were fe-r 
verely punilhed by him. During this Time, 
a great many People were very hard prefTed 
for their Quota’s of the Peijhcujh, infomuch 
that feveral, to fave their Credit and Repu- 
tation, killed themfelves. Amongft the reft, a 
•A lim Allah , the adopted Son of Scidy Folad 
Klrnn ; and his Nath, who a£ted entirely in 
all Things belonging to the Cutual’s Office, 
having been ill ufed, and publicklydifgraced, 
on the fifth of Mohirrim “f*, cut open his 
own Bowels with his Cuttari J, and died 
foon after.

In thofe Days, and alio 
afterwards, feveral People finding Affairs go 
hard with them, left their Effedts and Fami- 
lies behind, and made their Efcape out of 
the City in the beft Manner they could, be- 
ing glad at any Rate to fave their Lives ; fe^ 
veral of Mahommed Shah' s Omras were obliged 
to flay the whole Day 'in the Caftle, in a mean 
Manner and perpetual Fear, with but one 
Horfe and a few Servants to attend them, and 
at Night they returned to their own Houfes, 
In thefe Days of Mohirrim , no Perfon, 
feither of Hindoftan or the Kuzziebajh , durft 
fo much as mention the Words, Tazia * of

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Saturday , Sunday, and Monday *, were 
employed in the Peijhcujh Affair, During 
this Time they were bufy in preparing Illu- 
minations on the Banks of the River, and 
Fireworks for the Wedding of Nefr Alla 
Mirza, Nadir Shah’s Son, who was to be 
married to the Daughter of Iefdan Bukhjh , 
the Son of Kam Bukhjh, andGrandfon of Au~ 
ring-zebe.

This Day Seyd Nedz Khan who, the Night 
before the Slaughter, had fhut up feveral of 
the Kuzzlebajh in a Room, and burnt them) 
was, by Nadir Shah's Order, ftrangled with 
•a Shaul , and Sheh Soar Khan and Raiban , 
who in that Night were the Promoters of 
Mifchief, were punifhed likewife. The firft 
had his Head cut off, and the fecond his 
Belly ripped up. 

On ‘Tuefday the 20th *j>, Sirbnllind Khan 
being fent for, went to the Dir bar, where 
he received a Khalaet of a rich Veil, from 
whence he returned Home to affift Azim 
Mah Khan , and the reft in the Bufinefs they 
were about.

All Officers, Inha- 
bitants, &c. who were fufpefted to be rich, 
were ordered to give in a Lift of what Mo^ 
ney or Effedts they were Matters of, to be 
laid before the Shah, that what he liked he 
niight take, and what he forgave them they 
might keep j and whoever pleaded Poverty, 
luch Perfon fhould declare the fame by a 
Writing under his Hand and Seal, that in 
Cafe it fhould be afterwards proved, that he 
had given in a falfe 1 Account, he might be 
punifhed. 

- That r Day the People beforementioned 
came to Sirbullind Khan’s Houfe, and hav- 
ing 
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by badUfage, forced to difpatck themfelves, 
and Numbers died of the Blows they re- 
ceived ; thofe who came beft off, had either 
a Leg -or an Arm lamed j from Morning to 
Night, nothing was done or thought of, 
but gathering in this Money, in which no 
Barbarities were left unpraftifed. This fo 
difpirited the Inhabitants, that if one Kuzzle- 
lajh Horfeman came 1 among i oooo of them, 
he might fafely ufe them with all the Seve- 
rities he pleafed. This Work went on until 
the Day Nadir Shah left the City, when 
near four Grore * were colledted from the 
People. Three Crore *f*, and thirty Lacks of 
Rupees , were paid into Nadir Shah’s Trea- 
fury, and feventy Lacks J were made away 
with among his Omras, and fome expended 
among the 1000 Horfemen ; a great deal 
was funk in the undervaluing of Goods, for 
aHorfe worth 500 Rupees ||, was only rated 
at 5 ‘Tomans §, which is 100 Rupees , and 
S hauls of 50 Rupees * taken at one Toman, or 
twenty Rupees -j-, and Jewels and other Goods,

❖as valued in this Manneiyrfnd received for 
lo much in the Contribu^on Account but 
what he had no occaficm for .was fold, and 
the Produce brought to Account, which was 
no Advantage to the Owners of the Goods, 
as there were no Buyers but the Kuzzlebajh,. 

Since the Day of the general Slaughter, 
wherever any Granaries were, the Kuzzlebajh 
feized them j this and the Roads being ftopt 
to all Quarters made Wheat 2 Seers a Rupee, 
Rice it Seer, and Ghee f Seer : Things 
were at that Rate for about twenty Days j at 
laft, Sirbullind Khan and Azim Alla Khan, 
-having obtained a Pafs and Licence, fent fe- 
veral Waggons to fetch Corn from Feridabad, 
Whoever had any Carriages, fent them, fe- 
veral of the poor People and Banians going 
along with them. 

In a little Time Wheat was fold feven 
Seers for a Rupee , but no more Rice than 2i 
Seers , and Geer I of a Seer ; during this 
Time the Kuzzlebajh Horfemen were wont 
to go round about Feridabad , and other Places, 
marrauding twenty and thirty Cofs each 
Way, Ipoiling all the Fields, and plundering 
all the Villages as they went, and killing the

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Inhabitants tha* made any Refinance. They 
gave their Horftt K Camels, 6?c. Barley and 
Wheat-Straw infte&l of Grafs, Slid the Peo- 
ple of ®the City could have neither at any 
Rate, fo that mold of their Cattle died. 

The latter End of Mohirritn *, Danijh- 
mund Khan (whofe Brother Mullah AJi Ak- 
bar was the Shah's Mullah Bajhi) was, by 
Nadir Shah's Recommendation, raifed to the 
Manfub of 7000, with its full Jaguir , be- 
fides the Poft of Mahommed Shah’s Khan Sa- 
man § ; but a few Days after Nadir Shah’s 
Departure he fell lick, and on the 14th of 
Rib by alAvul -f» departed this Life. Except- 
ing him, Nadir Shah recommended none 
elfe to the Emperor. 

On 'Tuefday the 3d Safer all theOmras 
were ordered by Nadir Shah to be prefent at 
Makommed Shah’s by five o’Clock in the 
Morning, where theyput On forty-two Kha- 
laets , fent thither by Nadir Shah for them. 
The Khalaets for Nizam al Muluck , Sir* 
bullind Khan , Kutnmer o' din Khan, and Ma- 
hommed Khan Bungujh, were :

Sbah, feated in a Royal Litter, with a Cano- 
py, Umbrella, and one led Litter, with feve- 
ral of the Omras, went towards the Gene- 
ral Divan, the Omras being mounted at a 
fmall Diftance behind him ; when they came 
near the General Divan , the Emperor or- 
dered Saad o' din Khan to let none but the 
Head Omras , and a few of the Chief Man - 
Jubddrs go further. At the Door of the 
General Divan all the Omras alighted, and 
followed on Foot to the Door of the private 
Divan, where Nadir Shah was ; there the

'Mahommed Shah knowing thefe Advices pro- 
ceeded from Good-will, was very thankful,

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himf that he i[ would appoint thole whom 
he thought niShi. deferving of the principal 
Polls.

On Wednefday the 4th *, Nadir Shah fent 
for Nizam al Muluck, Sirbullind Khan , and 
the other Omras , and having enjoined them 
Obedience to Mahommed Shah , and threat- 
ned them in Cafe of their rebelling, took 
his Leave.

A j; Nadir Stab’s March was to have been the 2,7th 
Mobirrim, but was delayed, on Account of Fojdar Khan 
Baleucbe’s running away with his Men towards the 
Rajahs, on being demanded more than one Lack of Rupees, 
which he was firft taxed with. 
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Cap^ves, excebtin^Slavcs bought with ready 
Money with c^IVriting from the Seller, at- 
tefted by WiJfefies declaring hi* Confent and 
Satisfactory or Wofken lawfully married to 
them, and even thofe Slaves and Wivp not 
to be carried away if in the lead: contrary to 
their owft Inclinations ; and that whoever 
fhould ti'anfgrefs any of thefe Orders (hould 
forfeit both his Life, and Eftate. 

Upon this almoft all who were married in 
Debit fent back their Wives on finding them 
unwilling to leave their Native Country, on- 
ly a few of the Chief Commanders and Of- 
ficers, by the mildeft, Means and Intreaties, 
prevailed on fome to feem contented to go; 
which Nadir Shah, after fome Day’s March, 
being informed of, he ordered .them all to 
be immediately fent back.

the heavy SleJpPQf Security, and Lethargy 
of Indolentfjy thofe People, ftho were fo 
much "intoxicated with the Wine of Pride 
and Self-conceit. They ail agreed lj^^Cge- 
neral Ill-will to each other, and their whole 
Talk and Convention was full of Envy and 
Detraction. 

Of the Buildings that were in Part demo- 
lifhed, and damaged, in the Day of the gene- 
ral Maflacre, fome that fuffered leaft, are in- 
habited again, and the reft remain defert ;

Mahommed Khan Bungujb had, for a long 
Time, been in Expectation of the Soubahdari 
of Alehabad, efpecially after Nadir Shah’s 
Departure j but not finding he was likely to 
fucceed, on the 27 th of Safer*, he made off, 
and went towards his own Zemidari. In his

been obliged to out-march his Baggage, by 
which Means he has fallen upon the Enemy 
when they leaft expected him. He is never 
happy but when in the Field, and laments 
the Time he is obliged to flay in a City to 
refrefh his Troops, in which (as in all Things 
elfe) he ufes the utmoft Difpatch. His 
Meals are over in lefs than Half an Hour, af- 
ter which he returns to Bufinefs ; fo that the 
Servants who attend him (landing are chang- 
ed three or four Times a Day.

md of his great Abilities in other Refpeds 
While Nadir Shah was in India. By my pri- 
vate Advices from thence I’m inform’d, that 
.he govern’d the Empire -with great Skill, and 
-kept every Thing quiet and eaiy until his Fa- 
ther's Return. 

Among Nadir Shah's extraordinary Facul- 
ties, his Memory is not the lead; to be ad- 
mired, there being few Thingsmf Moment 
.that he ever faid or did, but what he remem- 
bers ; and can readily call all the principal 
Officers in his numerous Army by their Names. 
He knows moft of the private Men who 
have ferved under him any Time, and can , 
recoiled: when and for .what he punched and 
rewarded any of them. He didates to one 
hr two Secretaries, and gives Oiders about 
other Affairs at the fame Time, with all the 
Regularity and Promptnefs imaginable. 

In Time of Adion, I’m told, he is equally 
furprifing, it being fcarce credible how quick 
is in difcerning tire Odds on either Side,

and how active in fuccduring hie .Troops. If 
any of his General Officers jgjjre ground with- 
out being greatly over-powg^d, he rides up 
and kills him with a Battldfax (which he al- 
ways carries in his Hand) and then gives the 
Command to the next in Rank. In all the 
Battles, Skirmifhes, and Sieges he has been 
engaged in (altho’ he generally charges at the 
Head of his Troops') he never received the 
lea ft Wound or Scar, and yet feveral Horfes 
have been fhot under him, and Bullets have 
grazed on his Armour. 

I could relate many other remarkable 
Things that! have feen and heard of this great 
Hero, whofe Adtions already are fufficient 
to convince the World, that few Ages have 
produced his Equal. As he has performed 
fuch Wonders when he had hardly Money 
or Men, what may we nofexpedl from him 
now he is poftefs’d oPlo immenfe a Treafure? 
’Tis probable he may live thirty Years longer j 
and in that Space of Time, if his Defigns are 
attended with the fame Succefs he has hither- 
to met with, to what Pitch of Grandeur may 
not a Man of his unbounded Ambition and 
Courage arrive at ?

He went to India ; where, after feme Years 
Stay, and great Trouble, he procured it. It was 
tranflated into the Pehltcvi Language by him, and 
Buzrjumehr the Vizir. Noijheruan eves- alter, and 
all his Succeffors the Perjian Kings, had this Book 
C 2 in 
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in hioh'fiilteefci, and took the gieateft Care to 
keep 'itfeci^L^t laft, Abu Jaffer Mmfour Ztt ' 
Nikky, who wa^rhe Second Khaltf of the AbeJJi 
Reign, by great Search, got a Copy thereof in the 
Pehluvi language, and ordered Imam Hojjan Ab- 
dal Mokajfi | wIiom^ the mdft Learned of that 
Age, to'trfnfljrrt into Arabic . Thft Prince, 
ever after, A|He it his Guide, not only in Affairs 
relating to the Government, but in private Life 
alfo. 

In the Year 380 of the Hegira , Sultan Mahmud 
Gbqzi put it into Verfe. And*afterwards, in 
-the Year 515, by Order of Bheram Shah ben 
Maffaud, that which Abdal Mokajffa had tran- 
sited, was re-tranflated into Perjic , by Abul 
Mala Naffer allah Muftofi •, and this is that Ku- 
lila Dumna , which is now extant. As this lat- 
ter had too many Arabic Verfes, and obfolete 
Phrafes in it ; Molana Alt ben Ilojffein Vaez , at 
the Requeft of Emir Soheli, Keeper of the Seals 
to Sultan Hojffein Mina, put it into a more 
modern Stile, and gave it the title of Anuar 
Soheli. * 

In the Year 1002, the Great Mogholjalal o' din 
Mahotnmed Akbar ordf red^jjk own Secretary 
and Vizir , the Learned •AbulfimJ, to illuftrate 
the obfcure Paflages, abridge the loffg Bigref- 
fions, and put it into fuch a Stile as would 
raoft familiar to all Capacities ; which he m- 
cordingly did, and gave it the Name of Wjar 
Danijh, or the Criterion of Wifdom.
